HERE certainly is a taxation problem in Missouri. 
shown by Dr. Isodor Loeb in the Post-Dispatch of last Sunday 
that the taxation system of Missouri has failed in the two esseu- 

tial characteristics of a taxation system.

In the first place, although we 


are levying in Missouri the maximum rate for State purposes, authorized 
by the Constitution, the public revenue falls far short of the necessary 


public needs. 


It is also true that the municipalities of the State are in the same con- 
dition. Some of them, notably the City of St. Louis, are compelled to raise 
the valuation of property far above the average of valuations in the State 
in order to secure the revenue for préssing public needs, although this is 
@ direct violation of the requirement of uniformity directed by the State 


Constitution. 


In the second place, our tax system is a failure because, 


in so far as the taxation of intangible personal propery. is concerned, it ‘s 
admittedly ineffective, so much so that it has become a deplorable public 
scandal involving a demoralization of the public conscience.

HIS breakdown of our taxing 
system has resulted in a de- 
plorable situation as to trust 
It is well known that 
in 
their investments, and the law re- 
quires them to invest in bonds rather 
than stocks, but as already shown 
they cannot invest in bonds or 
mortgages, without submitting to a 
confiscation of their income. 


Men may be willing to evade tax

It follows that 
an investor can invest in stock of 
the Pennsylvania Railroad, or any 
non-resident corporation, and escape 
any taxation in this State on the 
theory, which is, of course, correct,

HEN the Government of the United 

W States, moved by the President’s order 
to pursue and capture, ‘‘dead or alive,” 

Francisco Villa, the most cunning and picturesque 
of all the Mexican guerillas, a man skilled through 
long experience in hunting down guerillas just as 
cunning and resourceful in their limited field of 
operations, was chosen to command the military 
force charged with the execution of the Presi- 
dent’s demand. He is John J. Pershing, born Oct. 
13, 1860, at Laclede, Linn County, Mo. 
Pershing has led an eventful, colorful life for 
an officer who bas served in only one war—and 
that a “90 days’ unpleasantness.’ But the after- 
match of the “unpleasantness” gave him the op- 
portunity to prove his ability as a diplomat, as 
well as “two-fisted army man.” 
He entered West Point when old enough, as one 
of the cadets from Missouri. 
in his last year there he was selected as senior , 
cadet captain—an honor conferred for scholarly 
excellence and soldierly ability. Lieutenant-Colo- 
nel William L. Kenly, Sixth Field Artillery and ( 
commandant of Jefferson Barracks, was an under- 
graduate then. 
‘He impressed those of use under him as being 
a man who would make his mark early,” Kenly 
said, speaking of him. “I remember him well— 
he was our ideal of what a youpng officer should 
be.”’

U alry, then fighting Geronimo and his 
tribesmen in the far Southwest. His baptism of 
fire came shortly afterward—there were no long 
series of pink teas in some delightful barracks 
for him. Helping to hunt down Geronimo, even 
though in the capacity of a subaltern, was fine 
training for the man who as chief con:'mander of 
the expedition is now charged with hunting down 
Villa under strikingly similar topographical con- 
ditions. 

His ability to command men caught the eyes 
of his superiors. Though scarcely a year out 
of “The Point,” he was often sent out in charge 


of his troop, scouting over the arid wastes in 
search of hostile Indians. 


Gen. Miles complimented hfm in his first year 
for “marching troop and pack train, over rough 
country, 146 miles in 46 hours, bringing in every 
man and animal in good condition.” 7 


That was the official report. There is another 
one, told with great gusto in barracks over the 
country. This is the way an officer whose name 
cannot be used because of the War Department’s 
objections to interviews, told it yesterday: 

“Pershing was the only officer with the troop, 
which was something unusual in those rough 
and ready frontier days. Under him were a num- 
ber of seasoned campaigners, accustomed to tak- 
ing orders from older men than Pershing. They 
resented his show of authority, especially as he 
was then only a ‘shave-tail,’ which means an offi- 
cer just from ‘The Point.’ 


“Pershing had stopped the troop to rest at 
nightfall, after having marched them at a terrific 
rate the entire day—and I guess his stops had 
been few and far between. The bully of the troop 
slid off his horse, and, turning to two compan- 
ions, remarked: 

“*That d—n shave-tail is marching us too fast;

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How He Calmed a Band of 
Hostile Zuni Indians 

HEN in command of Troop A of his regi- 
W ment at Fort Wingate, in April, 1889, 
a scout reported that. a hundred well- 

armed Zuni Indians had surrounded a group of 
horsethieves and cowboys out on the plains. 
Pershing went to their rescue with only 10 men. 

When he arrived at the spot he found the In- 
dians in a fighting mood, as three of their fellows 
had been killed by the cowboys. By a display of 
diplomacy and strategy he released the cowboys, 
stood off the Indians and took’ charge of the 
horsé thieves and carried them back under arrest 
to Fort Wingate. Not one of his men was in- 
jured. 

“Highly recommended for discretion,” was the 
report which Gen. Carr made of the incident. 

Shortly afterward he was transferred to the 
Northwest, and took part in the campaign against 
the Sioux tribes in 1890-91. Then he commanded 
the Sioux scouts until stationéd at the University 
of Nebraska for three years as military instructor. 
While engaged there he studied law, which came 
in good stead when he was holding administra- 
tive positions later. 

In 96 he was recalled to West Point tc serve 28 
tactical officer. He was then a Captain. When 
the war with Spain broke out he was assigned 
to field duty at his own request and was sent to 
the Tenth Cavalry, a negro regiment, and served 
in Cuba. Said his Colonel later: “I have been 
in many fights, and was all through the Civil 
War, but on my word he is the bravest and cool- 
est man under fire I ever saw in my life.” 

He came back from the excitement of the trop- 
ics and for 12 months was head of the Division | 
of Customs and Insular Affairs. A far cry that 
—from the rough and ready life of the plains and 
crude society of the border post to the quiet rou- 
tine of office work and the gay life of Washing- 
ton officialdom. 

He had been made a Major and Assistant Ad- 
jutant-Gencral in the volunteer service after his 
Cuban service, and in September, 1899, at his own 
request, was assigned to duty in the Philippines. 
Here he mastered guerilla warfare—and _ the 
Moros. 

He became Adjutant-General and executive of- 
ficer of the Department of Dindanao and Jolo, 
where for two years he studied the Moro prob- 
lem. This was a legacy left to the United States 
| by Spain. They, of the Mohammedan faith, as 
do the Turks, regard the killing of a Christian as 
a praiseworthy act.

The en- 
tente states of course are in a much more loosely 
knit league than that. of the Northern States: But 
it must be remembered that this country was 
much less a nation before the war than afterward. 
The people had made small progress in thinking 
nationally. Co-ordination between state forces 
was lacking and jealousies and bickering were 
present.

It 
is possible, it is even not unlikely, that the final 
tragedy may have been staged not far, as dis- 
tance in those vast blank spaces is reckoned, 
from the scene of Capt. Scott’s death. No time 
or money or ingenuity or devotion will be 
grudged to seek out the truth. So far as the 
shore party of the Aurora are concerned, it may 
easily be learned. Their place of trial, of defeat 
is known or nearly known. But the Shackleton 
party itself may be lost in a great white waste 
that may never reveal their resting place. 
But like Franklin, like Scott, like all the com- 
pany of the greatly daring that have found their 
fate in high latitudes, the names of Shackleton 
and his men will be given high honor on the 
roll of Polar adventure. 
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RACE HYGIENE. 
“Neither mind nor body is equipped for city 
life,” says Prof. von Gruber in the Vossische 


Zeitung. 

The human organism points to a rural hab- 
itat as its natural condition; place it in dther 
circumstances, and it will deteriorate; relative 
inactivity induces muscular atrophy; lack of 
exercise causes lung stagnation—watch the 
man in an office and see whether he uses his 
lungs even one half! Lack of lung action pre- 
vents oxidization of* the blood, which be- 
comés more and more impure as the days go 
on and that produces all the ills to which 
flesh is heir. City people forget to walk; 
some take a car for four or five blocks, ani 
the advent of the motor car has made matters 
worse. 

Lack of air, lack of exercise, lack of light, 
lack of occupation (especially in city women) 
causes the race to deteriorate. Let us not be 
blind to the fact, it is a fact. But infinitely 
worse is the damage to the moral and mental 
texture. . 

The lecturer asserts that the individual in a 
city is @ non-entity among a million other non- 
entities. Self respect must suffer in this annihila- 


tion of individuality: and with self respect col- 


ideas. In their stead luxury, idleness, appetites, 
jealousy, envy seize the morals and warp them. 
Men and women are not human individuals but 
mere items—“Its.” 

Ts it a wonder that families are coming to 
a tWo-children or a no-children agreement? 
Why add more drops to the ocean where they 
become bitter and briny? Mentally city life 
has a trend to machine regularity, and habit 
{s the death of thought. Why think, when you 
are the servant of a machine, in which the 
thought of one individual lasts through thou- 
sands of exemplars? 

Race hygiene demands a correction of city life 
towards the rural ideal. Exercise to supplement 
the lack of body work, breathe fresh air, slowly at 
first, but gradually increasing. The farmer is in 
the fresh air from early morning to sunset, ani- 
mals are or should be out of doors always. Look 
at the birds. 

It requires stamen and force of character to 
overcome natural and induced inertia, but if we 
want to save the race, there is only one way. 
This war has opened our eyes to the need of in- 
dividual Tuechtigkeit (thoroughness in efficiency). 
The army made up of men that are men with- 
stands exposure without whimpering.

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OUR WEEKLY WAR SUMMARY. 

“HE Spring Equinox made a great stir on the 
| various fronts, and there was more hard fight- 
ing for a few days than there has been since 

last Fall. The Russians, who have been comfortably 
housed in their trenches all Winter and have scarce- 
ly come out to see if the Germans and Austrians were 
still there, suddenly burst from their rendezvous and 
began to fight like all get out. At last accounts they 
were slowly but surely pushing everything before 
them, but to what extent they were being opposed or 
how far the Germans and Austrians were alarmed, 
does not appear. The Russians have had six months in 
which to drill their innumerable recruits, this coun- 
try and Japan have shipped them ammunition with- 
out end, and what with the improved efficiency and 
increased capacity of their own plants, they must by 
this time be in pretty good fighting trim. One thing 
the Russians had to get bravely over was employing 
German spies in their ammunition and arms works. 
It was found that these people were almost invaria- 
bly careless with fire, and the Russian Government 
finally decided that the risk was too great to justify- 
ing employing them any more. Since that resolution 
was made there have been almost no fires, and the 


‘ output of the plants has been increased three or four 


times. How far south the Russian army will get is 
hard saying. It all depends upon the efficiency of its 
new troops and the caliber of its new guns. If the 
one is not very great and the other considerably less 
than the caliber of the big guns of the Germans and 
Austrians, the Russians will not go very far south. It 
will, however, cost a few dead men to send them back, 
and except as attritionists, so-called, almost nobody 
on the allied side has any hope of the Russians any 
more. Whether they have any confidence left in 
themselves we don’t know; but, judging by the way 
they forged ahead all along the line last week, they 
either had some left or succeeded in getting some 
somewhere. They are great fellows to send out. 

In the western theater of war the action is, for 
historical purposes, of a much more satisfactory na- 
ture. Each side knows the other is fighting, and each 
is giving the other the best it has in shop. On last 
Wednesday the battle of Verdun was thirty days old. 
In that time the Germans have advanced from six 
inches to six miles at different points, and have oc- 
cupied to their advantage a few well-scarred heights. 
They have not, however, broken the French line, nor 
do the French feel that they are in any danger of 
breaking it. There are a great many theories of the 
battle of Verdun, with a prospect that the correct 
one will be lost in the fight. We have been told that 
the Germans attacked that strong point in preference 
to a weaker one because it combined the advantages 
of a position where the French transportation facili- 
ties were least and those of the Germans greatest. 
The Germans are, of course, not saying. They have 
as little regard for American curiosity as they have 
for American lives. All that one can say positively 
is that, judging by the defense the French have made 
of Verdun, the Germans cannot be complimenting 
their General Staff for having picked out for them 
a very soft spot. 

There is no sea fighting. The Germans and Aus- 
trians continue to sink merchantmen, but warships 
carefully avoid one another, and whose navy is boss 
remains for the future to determine. This is a phase 
of the war in which the Teutons have the advantage 
of something to sink, whereas the allies are confined 
to watching for submarines. This gives us the impres- 
sion at times that the Teutons are the only people 
doing anything on the sea, a quite natural conclusion 
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due to the fact that there is nothing for anyone else 
to do. Meanwhile, the Germans confuse the subma- 
rine issue by sinking first a ship of an enemy nation 
and then a ship of a neutral, until the uncertainty 
as tc where anybody stands in that vexing matter has 
become so great that Admiral von Tripitz has given it 
up by resigning. The New York Sun at once con- 
cluded that this is what everybody will do about it, 
and said President Wilson would resign. This is a 
mistake. The President will not resign. Upon the 
contrary, he repeats what he said. 

Our own man-hunt for Pancho Villa is already mak- 
ing such demands upon our preparedness that we 
are mighty glad it is nothing worse. From what one 
can gather we came within the following of catching 
Villa on the six days of last week:

Large, addi- 
tions are made by both bills to the force of offi- 
cers. Senator Chamberlain accepts Secretary 
Garrison’s’ Federal volunteer plan, at least in 
substance, while Mr. Hay looks chiefly to the 
national guard for a reserve. 

The -Senate bill will impress even the unin- 
structed layman as being the more professional 
and scientific. The fundamental difference be- 
tween the two measures is radical, since. it is one 
of principle. The champions of the Senate bill 
can, however, afford to concede much, if they 
can save the Federal volunteer feature. It is to 
be hoped there will be no need for many conces- 
sions, since the Chamberlain bill as it stands is 
so good. The men who are to deal finally with 
this important subject ought to rid themselves as 
far as possible of mere pride of opinion, and to 
devote themselves patriotically to the creation of 
the best military system possible. If the con- 
ference committee will go at its work in this 
spirit, there will be no question of success. With 
a regular army of 178,000 men, easily capable of 
expansion to 250,000; .with a reserve of Federal 
volunteers and with an improved and enlarged 
national guard still in reserve, there would be 
nothing more to be asked. There ought to be a 
prompt agreement on the main features of the 
Chamberlain bill. 


DEFECT IN HAY BILL. 

Philadelphia Record: The cardina) defect of 
the House bill, however, is the lack of adequate 
provision for organization. Numbers avail noth- 
ing unless the constituents of a.potential army 
have been located, tagged and assigned to their 
respective places in the force to be created. Every 
man in the Swiss militia and every man subject 
to military duty in France or Germany, is en- 
rolled and numbered; he knows to what company, 
troop or battery he belongs, and where his regi- 
mental headquarters are. So on a call for mobilt- 
zation there is no confusion. Every man knows 
where to go, and when he goes finds his equip- 
ment ready for him. This is essential. Individ- 
ual military training is of less importance. Hun- 
dreds of thousands of men now in the field in 
Europe had not had a rifle in their hands nor at- 
tended a maneuver or even a company drill for 
more than ten years preceding the call to arms. 
Organization is the beginning and the end of our 
military problem. 


JUST A LITTLE ARMY. 

_ Philadelphia Inquirer: The House has de- 
cided that the country can géet‘along with a toy 
army of 140,000 men, including every branch of 
the service. It has defeated the proposition to 
make it 220,000. 

The bill which the Military Committee has pre- 
pared has little merit. Not only dges it refuse a 
regular army with any substancé to it, but it 
trifles with the whole question of préparedness 
by attempting the impossible task of making the 
national guard the nation’s main reliance. We 
refuse to take the slightest interest in the per- 
formance of the House, because it is not worthy 
of serious attention.

Holland Angry Over Loss of Ships 


HOLLAND BEGINS TO BRISTLE. 
Detroit Free Press: The Hollanders are show- 

ing considerable impatience over the sinking of 

the Tubantia, and this impatience has not beéi 


allayed by the destruction Sunday off the Thame | 
estuary of a second steamship of Dutch registry} 
Protestations by the German Government that 
the Tubantia could not possibly have been struck 
either by a Teutonic submarine or a Teutonic 
mine seem te be getting strangely small credence, 
and some of the Dutch newspapers are openly 
talking about the likelihood of war. 

War with Holland at this juncture might be a 
serious thing for Germany, and there is an evi- 
dent desire by the Government in Berlin to pla- 
cate its neighbor. War between Holland and 
Germany has been one of Great Britain’s prayers 
for a long time. It would open the mouths of the 
Scheldt and the Rhine to the English fleet; it 
would give that fleet bases on the continental 
coast that would be of inestimable value; it 
would bare to attack a long extent of German 
frontier, so far immune from assault; it would 
mean an almost immediate~-flank assault on the 
German positions in Belgium. If Germany is 
showing itself unwontedly polite to the Dutch 
Government there is reason for the attitude. 


SINKING NEUTRAL SHIPS. 
Philadelphia Inquirer: There seems to be 

no doubt that the Dutch liner Tubantia was sunk 

in the most deliberate manner by a German sub- 


marine. Here was a neutral vessel steaming from 
a neutral port to neutral ports of South America 
and carrying a large number of passengers. She 
was sent to the bottom without warning. ? 

Recently the Norwegian bark Silius was sunk 
when nearing le Havre, Germany denies re- 
sponsibility. Apparently there is nd means of 
discovering the truth. In these days submarines 
sneak: upon a victim and try to get in their 
deadly work and escape identification. This was 
attempted in the recent case of the French steam- 
ship Patria, coming from the Mediterranean to 
New York. A torpedo was discharged at her and 
missed her by only a few feet. 

In not one of these instances was the attacked 
vessel armed and all of them carried citizens of 
the United States. 

The United States has again been flouted. And 
yet all is quiet in Washington. The administra- 
tion prates about duty to humanity, but it meekly 
receives its kicks and cuffs from Berlin just as 
it was in the habit of doing for so long a time 
from Villa and Carranza. 


EXCUSES NOT ACCEPTED. 


Washington Times: Of all the neutral coun- 
tries in Europe, there is none that could do Ger- 
many so much harm, by entering the war, as Hol- 
land. The little nation is rich, is powerful out of 
its proportion to its numbers, and is so geo- 
graphically situated that, once in the war, it would 
afford the allies a base from which to outflank 
the German lines in Belgium and France, and to 
attack Essen, the seat of the Krupps and center of 
the munition manufacture. The Dutch army has 
béen held ready for an eventuality for many 
months; it is capable of effective offense in co- 
operation with the forces of France and England; 
and its projection into the war would completely 


change the face of affairs. 
face of all this that is so obvious, a 
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the pride of the whole nation, without warning 
or excuse; and now comes from Berlin another 
of those mocking disavowals. The Admiralty an- 
nounces that there was no German submarine in 
the neighborhood; that the vessel was sunk in the 
zone where such attacks are not made; and there- 
fore Germany insists that Britain, for some 
strange reason, must have done the act! 
Holland declines to take this explanation seri- 
ously, and we learn that the German press and 
public are deeply hurt that the Dutch should ds- 
cline to be satisfied with it. Seemingly nobody 
in Holland has any doubts about what happened. 
The notion of a deep-laid British plot is not ac- 
cepted anywhere; the supposition that a German 
undersea boat did the crime is accepted just as 
confidently, as it deserves to be, in view of ‘he 
German record since the war began. Why should 


any German explanation of this kind be taken ; 


seriously? Why should there be doubts? Holland 
evidently sees no reason to doubt, no reason to 
assume that a German explanation deserves any 
presumption of good faith. 

Holland is learning the lesson that the United 
States has been learning from the day of the 
Lusitania tragedy down to date; the lesson of 
German malevolence and deviousness. 


AN OMINOUS INCIDENT. 

. Brooklyn Eagle: The German press, in dis- 
cussing the sinking of the Tubantia furnishes a 
distinct reminder of the desperate efforts made 
to prove that the Lusitania was armed and again 


that the Arabic tried to ram the submarine that 
sank her. Perjury was proved and punished— 
by American law—in one of these cases. In the 
other palpably false statements were finally re- 
duced by the whittling down process of official 
investigation to the admission of a “mistake” on 
the part of the submarine officer. 

We dare not surmise what may come out of the 
Tubantia incident, but at least we could well be 
spared the arrant absurdity of the German news- 
paper claim that British submarines sank the 
Dutch liner. The Dutch themselves know well 
enough where to place the blame, and the temper 
of their newspapers is today one of the most sig- 
nificant features of the war situation. 

The Dutch Government will hardly be content 
with the silly effort to shift responsibility to a 
nation which has no bloody record of submarine 
frightfulness to its discredit. 


THE CAUSE OF ALL NEUTRALS. 
Philadelphia Ledger: The President of the 

United States could do no greater service to “the 

sacred principles of justice and humanity” than by 


joining in the Dutch protest. It makes no differ- 
ence whether or not Americans were on board 
these particular ships. The submarine campaign 
ia an infringement of the rights of all neutrals. 
it has already cost scores of American lives. It 
is still being carried on in defiance of warning 
and rebuke from the United States. Germany 
might disregard a small nation at her own doors, 
however belligerent its attitude: she might dis- 
regard a great nation across the Atlantic in whose 
purpose to obtain satisfaction she did not believe; 
but a determined effort on the part of all neutral 


nations to put an end to this intolerable campaign.

| Passing of Admiral Von Tirpitz 


Philadelphia North American: The great 
achievement of Von Tirpitz and his allies was not 
that they built a large number of warships, but 
that they made the land-loving German people 
think in terms of sea power and put into their 
contented breasts something of the restless mari- 
time spirit of the island English. 

No one can doubt that the creator of the Ger- 
man fleet was bitterly disappointed that he dared 
not send it out to meet the great sea antagonist. 
If the odds had been less heavy, there would 
long ago have been a naval battle. 

But he was not the man to quit because he could 
not fight according to the established rules. 
Against an insular nation he could "se the sub- 
marine, which against his own country, bereft of 
merchant shipping, would be powerless. He would 
ring Great Britain with these hidden cruisers and 
sink every &hip that left or approached her ports. 
Nothing stood in the way but international law, 
and that he conceived to be of slight moment com- 
pared with Bismarck’s declaration: 


When it becomes a matter of life and death, 
one does not look at the weapons that one 
seizes nor the value of what one destroys in 
using them. One is guided at the moment by 
no other thought than the issue of the war. 


So the dreadful campaign began, with the frank 
purpose of terrorizing the neutral world as well 
as damaging the enemy. It had opponents in Ger- 
many at first, and more than once the crisis it 
created with neutral nations led to contests of 
will between Von Tirpitz and the Imperial Chan- 
cellor. But the dogged champion of the under- 
sea craft for the most part had his way, and his 
submarines carried out their murderous orders 
with appalling efficiency. 

All who know him agree that he is a man of 
bluff but charming personality, and his “ideal 
family life’ has been much celebrated by his bi- 
ographers. There is, of course, nothing in the 
possession of these qualities incompatible with 
sternness in war; Joffre is said to be a devoted 
husband, and the German Military Governor who 
ordered a woman nurse shot to death fs probably 
much beloved by his children.: But there remains 
something inexplicable, something not quite hu- 
man, in the calculating ferocity of Von Tirpitz’s 
war measure. 

It is one thing to devise a policy of ruthlessness 
in a mood of desperation; it is another to con- 
tinue it, deliberately and remorselessly, when its 
utter uselessness and its horrors have been dem- 
onstrated. All civilization reeled when the Lusi- 
tania was sunk unwarned; yet we must believe 
that this implacable old man gloried in the deed 
of blood, for the destruction of the Arabic was 
his exploit, and to the last he never swerved from 
his determination to repeat the infamy at every 
opportunity. 

Among his enemies there are those, no doubt, 
who wish that some grievous punishment might 
fall upon him; that he should take into his re- 
tirement honors and the adulation of his country- 
men seems to them monstrous. Yet our belief 
is that his fate is a heavy one. The “retribution” 
we spoke of in the beginning is not the mere de- 
privation of office, but the gnawing consciousness 
of failure. 

Von Tirpitz was a sailor, a man equipped by 
nature and training to achieve some of the glories 
of gallant naval combat which he made the in- 
spiration of his life. And when the time came he 
was a prisoner of circumstance. The great fleet 
which was the work of his heart and brain was 
doomed to lurk in safe harbors, and he, who had 
dreamed of planning mighty battles, was reduced 
to the task of devising stealthy means of lawless- 
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or destruction—in any event, to glory. 
creator will not share in the renown. 

The verdict of history is slow, but it is merci- 
lessly just. And he knows that he will not be 
remembered chiefly as the patriot and states- 
man who laid the foundations of German sea 
power, but as the instigator of a campaign with- 
out parallel among the atrocities of war and with- 
out even the redeeming feature of success, 

This is the tragedy of the career of Von Tir- 
pitz—that his monument will not be the splendid 
fleet which his genius fashioned, but the ruips of 
the law he destroyed and the memory of the help- 
less victims he sent to death. 


Haeckel for Barbarism | 


New York Globe: The eminent Ernst Haeckel, 
in many: respects the world’s foremost living sci- 
entist, furnishes further basis for the pessimistic 
thought that education does not educate; that a 
man may be saturated with knowledge, and yet 
be as essentially a savage as if he wore feathers 
and dressed himself with a clout. 

In the first heat and fury of the war’s precipi- 
tation the ferocious professors of Germany con- 
firmed the worst opinions formed as to the mo- 
tives of their country by a riot of unreason and an 
open defense of the ideas that possessed Attila 
and his Huns when they scourged Eufope. But 
hope looked up even in the presence of grounds 
for discouragement. It was optimistically said 
that the German professors would recover—that 
their second thoughts would be better than their 
first. But now comes Prof. Haeckel, after hav- 
ing 18 months to cool off, with a reiteration and 
reassertion of the doctrines of barbarism. 

Prof. Haeckel indicts Great Britain because 
Great Britain refused to aily herself with Ger- 
many. An alliance between Germany and Great 
Britain, he points out, would have made the two 
partners the masters of the world. With one 
partner controlling the sea and the other con- 
trolling the land, all other breeds of men would 
have been compelled to.submit. Great Britain 
is presented as an unspeakable sinner because shé 
refused to become party to this plan to divide the 
world—because she wickedly stuck by the doe 
trine that there should be equality of national 
right, the development of a public law that 
should rest on moral foundations, and thus re- 
jected the scheme for a two-nation imperialism, 
The learned professor's attack on Great Britain 
brings to mind the reproaches Octavius directed 
against Antony because Antony would not agree 
to a peaceable joint governance of the Roman 
world. 

Equally instructive is Prof. Haeckel’s practical 
announcement, Great Britain having rejected the 
partnership role offered to her, that Germany 
will now take up the job of bossing the world 
alone. Belgium is to be kept by Germany, and 
with it the Congo country. Great Britain is to be 
expelled from Africa, and presumptively France 
from Northern Africa. Egypt is to be returned to 
Turkey, its rightful owner and:-Germany’s most 
obedient servant. Ceylon is to go to Holland, 
which is to be brought under German influence. 
So on and so on. What Germany is not directly 
to get is to be given to satellite states not strong . 
enough to oppose the German will. 

Thus does Prof. Haeckel confirm the belief that 
the war involves a duel to the death between two 
theories of civilization—between an imperialiam 
that is based on force and an internationalism 
that is based-on right. Can it be that the war 
still so controls the mentals of this once

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withstood the assault, and after rout- | think,” he remarked to a war ad 


pondent, accompanying the expedition. 
Ordering his men into line, Pershing 
led them on a long march around the 
lake—the first processional ever made 
by the white men. With baners flowing 
and bugles blowing, he met the dattos, 
who surrendered. 

‘‘Howdy—let’s be friends,’’ he said to | 
them in their own dialect, as they caine 


forwa.d to make their peace offerings. 
After having subdued the district Per- 


shing was appointed Governor of Iligan. 
By this time, having acquired a working 
knowledge of their language, he became 
exceedingly popular with the Moros. 
Gradually he became a Judge among 
them. 

Every morning men and women ap- 
peared before him asking that he de- 
cide such momentous issues as the right 
of possession to animals under dispute, 
and mothers took their babies to be 
commended by him, believing that his 
favor would insure them future happi- 
mess and prosperity. 

In 1903 the Sultan of Sulu requested 
that he journey to Bryan, where United 
States troops had clashed with the na- 
tives shortly after the American occu- 
pancy of the island. Pershing went 
there and was informed that his right- 
eous ruling of the province had so 
pleased them that he was to be made 4 
datto, which, under native laws, gave 
him full power of life and death over 
the natives in his district and supreme 
authority over their property. He was 
formally proclaimed such after a long 
religious ceremony. 

Several of the chiefs then looked 
inquiringly at Pershing, intimating 
that something of a celebrative na- 
ture was expected of him. He took 
the hint and called for a number of 
shrapnel shells. These he had placed 
a short distance away, and then ex- 
ploded. The brilliant pyrotechnics 
thus caused made a weird scene in 
the night and the natives danced with 
joy at this demonstration of a mys- 
terious power. 

Datto Pershing. became more popu- 
lar than ever as a Judge at Iligan. 
His word was absolute, final law to 
them, even in matters of a domestic 
nature, if they asked it of him. 

An awmy officer stationed there at 
that time told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter of the daily scene tn front of 
Pershing’s tent. 

“Pershing sat on a big bench, in 
front of his tent fly,’ he said. ‘“‘From 
every portion of the island friendly 
natives came to have him—the man 
hcnored by their Sultan—sit in judg- 
ment on their petty cases. Each he 
heard gravely, then dispensed justice. 

“He was their guide andecounselor, 
their friend ang their prophet. Men 
who had fought against him now 
sought his advice in matters public 
and private. Dark-eyed Moro belles 
brought gifts of fruit and finely wo- 
ven cloth. Little children approached 
him:-for a pat of his hand, while 
grave tribesmen, half-clad, squatted 
in a semicircle and heard him ex- 
pound the new law of the white man. 
Sometimes they questioned him on 
points in the Koran, and his kKnowl- 
edge of their holy book won their 
admiration.” 

The Sultan of Oato, wishing to pay 
Datto Pershing the highest honor in 
his power, offered him his 18-year- 
old son and heir as a gift. 

Three children made orphans by 
war, were brought to him to be dis- 
posed of; the usual rule was to sell 
such unfortunates into slavery. Per- 
shing temporarily adopted them—a 
zirl and two boys. The former mar- 
ried when 12 years old. One boy died 
and the other became such a thief 
that he was finally left to shift for 
himself. 

Later Pershing returned from the 
volunteer service to the regular army, 
resuming his rank as Captain. His 
health was then broken, and he start- 
ed to return to the states. Seated in 
a Manila cafe one day he was ques- 
tioned by a war correspondent about 
some of his experiences. 

“T can make a crackerjack story about 
this,’’ the correspondent remarked after 
Pershing had mentioned something that 
had happened in Moroland. 

“Of course, I can’t Keep you from 
writing, but please leave the hero stuff 
out about me,” he requested. 

Capt. Pershing was married to Miss 
Helen Francis Warren, daughter of 
United States Senator Warren of Wyo- 
ming, in Washington, in January, 1905. 
Shortly afterward, as an attache at the 
American embassy at Tokio, he was 
appointed observer to accompany the 
Japanese army into Manchuria in the 
spring and summer. He was also dec- 
orated by the Japanese Mikado. 
President Roosevelt appointed Capt. 
Pershing a Brigadier-General Sept. 16, 
1906, jumping him over the heads of 862 
officers. There was a storm of criti- 
cism in army circles and stout opposi- 
tion in the United States Senate, but he 
was finally confirmed. 

There always has been an element of 
‘nystery as to just how President Roose- 
velt came to select Capt. Pershing for 
promotion over so many officers who 
were his seniors .in service. Political 
enemies have insisted that Pershing’s 
promotion was due mainly to the influ- 
ence of his father-in-law, Senator War- 
ren. But Pershing’s superiors, as w 
vs officers of lower rank who have 
come into contact with him, declare he 
is a real soldier and has more thar 
made good. 

Lieutenant-Colonel Kenley said of hin. 
yesterday: ‘He is a natural leader, one 
who inspires the utmost confidence in 
his officers and men. A wonderful strat- 
égist, a diplomat when need be, and 
above all a fighting man.’ 

After his promotion Gen. Pershing was 
ordered to the Philippines, where he 
became Governor of the Moro province, 
after subduing a new uprising. He con- 
tinued to act as Governor until 1914, 


when he returned to the United States. 
Gen. Pershing was in command of the 


Eighth Brigade, United States Infantry 
at El Paso, Tex., Aug. 27, 1915, when Mrs 
Pershing and three of her four children 
were suffocated in a fire in their quar- 
ters at the Presidio of San Francisco.

“They charge that the navy is going 
down hill, that enlisted men hate the 
service, and that my brand of demo- 
Cratization has spelled the demvuraliza- 
tion of theeservice. What is my brand 
of democratization? I have established 
schools on board ship, attempting to 
let every enlisted man have an oppor- 
tunity for academic and jechnical etiu- 
cation, and I have opened certain doors 
of promotion to these men. What de- 
moralization has resulted? When I took 
office only. 52 per cent of the men uis- 
charged in good standing were re-enlist- 
ing, while teday the percentage is 85. 

6365 Men Addéd. 

“I found a navy 6000 men short of the 
number allowed by law. In my three 
years 6365 men have been added. There 
was an average of 1800 men in pfison, 
while today ‘there are fewer than 700, 
permitting us to restore two prison 
ships and two disciplinary barracks tu 
normal uses. During the Taft adminis- 
tration there were over 10,000 ‘desertions 
A decrease of 17 per cent has been 
achieved already, and every day sees 
the number lessening. Do these figures 
indicate discontent, hatred of the serv- 
ice and destroyed discipline? 

“I stand by my schools and if neces- 
sary I am willing to fall with them. N»% 
man believes more firmly in discipline 
than I do; never in spoxen speech or 
written have I questioned the absolute 
necessity in all military service of in- 
stant and implicit obedience to a su- 
perior; I will have no mercy on inso- 
lence or insubordination, be it from sea- 
man to his petty officer or junior Lieu- 
tenant to his Captain, but I do not hold 
that discipline is dependent upon ignor- 
ance or the denial of an American's 
right to Mse as high as his ability will 
carry him. 

“Time and again it has been declared 
to me that education does not better 
fit a man for deck washing or coal 
heaving, and the contemptuous snob- 
bery of it has never failed to offend. 
If 8 per cent of discharged men are re- 
enlisting and if more than 6000 men, 
that the navy called for in vain until 
1912, have entered the navy, may it not 
be that the causesis to be found in a 
policy that holds out the bright pros- 
pects of education and advancement? If 
sensitive feelings are being hurt by the 
simple recognition of plain democratic 
principles, it is a matter for their 
shame, not mine. . 

“Of course, there is a shortage of of- 
ficers, but it must be remembered that 
it takes 10 vears to educate and train 
an officer. I secured a six years’ ex- 
tension of the law permitting each Con- 
gressman to appoint two midshipmen to 
Annapolis, and followed that up with 
the law that raised the number to three, 
which will mean an increase of 531 of- 
ficers. Aside from this, I have gained 
the right to appoint 15 each year from 
the ranks of enlisted men, with the un- 
derstanding, to be sure, that they pass 
the usual examinations. Last year eight 
of the 15 went in as the result of the 
ship schools. 

“If the navy itself is not as large as 
the experts recommend, it’ should be 
borne in mind that navies are not built 
in a day. For the first time in history, I 
have caused the reports of the General 
Board to be made public, and any citizen 
may see for himself the navy’s growth 
from year to year. From 1903 to 1912, the 
recommendations of the General Board, 
with Admiral Dewey at its head, were 
disregarded steadily, and it was as a 
consequence of this continued disregard 
that Germany passed us as a naval 
Power in 1909. 

‘‘Throughout those vears the General 
Board urged a program of continuous 
building rather than a slipshod, annua! 
affair, and had their advice been heeded 
there would have been no excuse for the 
hysterical activities of today. Of the #4 
dreadnoughts recommended, 15 were au- 
thorized; 40 cruisers were recommended 
and five were built. I found the navy 
without a single sea-going submarine 
and just four aviators; one mine-laying 
ship, an inadequate and outworn sys- 
tem of wireless and on every hand a 
variety of lacks. 

“Tt say this in no spirit of criticism. 
With the world at war today, we are 
bending a new and more enthusiastic 
eye upon our navy, while in Years gone 
by peace seemed such a permanence 
that every navy increase was attended 
by outcry. I mention it merely to show 
that this administration has been called 
upon to face tremendous naval problems 
and tremendous naval tasks. 

“An appropriation of $1.000,000 has al- 
ready been made for aviation, we have 
15 machines on hand, !5 are being con- 
structed, 18 aviators are in the service, 
and the Pensacola school is turning gut 
new batches as fast as the courses can 
be completed. 

“Three new sea-golng submarines of 
the latest and largest model are being 
constructed at a cost of $16,260,000, and 
we are making others at our Own yards. 
A separate submarine flotilla has been 
organized, and assigned to the command 
of a Rear Admiral, and the establish- 
ment of submarine shore bases has 
changed the absurd condition that ne- 
cessitated 1928 men of 14 ships to care 
for 29 submarines carrying 831 men. 

Designing New Guns. 

We have had to design anti-aircraft 
guns and manufacture them, and the 
same course has had to be followed 
with nets and mines and entanglements 
Radio has been installed on every sub- 
marine and 75 ships, and three new 
shore stations have been added to our 
chain; we now have three mine-laying 
ships, with more building, and until 
construction can catch up, I have 
equipped a fleet of seagoing tugs and 
a fleet of torpedo boats with mine- 
sweeping equipment. 

“YVYe have 31 mines today for evary

“It is true enough that gunnery ef- 
ficiency had d@ecreased, but under date 
of October, 1915, Admiral Fletcher made 
the cheering report that the scores made 
at long range practice were the high- 
est ever made in the open sea. Ninety 
per cent of the shots, at longest range, 
would have hit an enemy ship. Yet, in 
spite of this report, that upholds the 
best traditions of the American navy, 
the report persists that our men are 
less than eager, less than able.

tfust estates, which have always 
been the favorites of our law, we 
ought to at least be consistent and 
relieve trustees of the duty to make in- 
vestments in securities where the in- 
come is subject to confiscation by tax- 
ation. 

The situation in Missouri is anomalous 
in that it is not enforced by the State 
Constitution as it is in some states. 
Thus the Constitution of Missouri does 
not require absolute uniformity in tax- 
ation or that all property should be 
taxed alike. On the contrary it pro- 
vides in Article 10, Section 3: 

Taxes may be levied and col- 
lected for publié purposes only. 
They shall be uniform upon the 
Same class of subjects within the 
territorial limits of the authority 
levying the tax, and all taxes 


should be collected and levied by 

general laws. 

Kentucky, Minnesota and Maryland 
have recently amended their Consti- 
tutions, and Illinois is now trying to 
amend its Constitution, in order to se- 
cure this power of classification in taxa- 
tion which Missouri has had in her Con- 
stitution for now some 40 years. In a re- 
cent decision the Supreme Court of Kan- 
sas, Wheeler vs. Weightman, 149 Pac. 
Rep. 977, held invalid a mortgage record- 
ing tax law passed by the Legislature 
of Kansas because the Constitution of 
that State did not contain this power of 
classification. 

In Missouri, therefore, the Legislatulrs 
can classify property for taxation, put, 
of course, the classification must be rea- 
sonable and the tax is valid if it is

passed the act which is still in force 
whereby merchants and manufacturers 
in St. Louis are classed separately frcm 
other property for taxation, and this 
system has been considered and en- 
forced again and again by the Supreme 
Court. Under this classification Mmer- 
chants and manufacturers in St. Lwuis 
pay a city rate of only 20 cents instead 
of $1.35, and also pay. a tax of $1 a thou- 
sand on sales. As the tax is only a city 
tax, they pay the same school and State 
tax as other property. This same power 
of classification can be extended by ihe 
General Assembly, as it has been <x- 
tended in other states to the classifica- 
tion of mortgages and other so-called 
intangible securities, thus substituting 
effectiveness for ineffectiveness in taxa- 
tion. Such a system would be an enor- 
mous relief to the finances of the city 
and State and would remove a fe:tile 
source of public scandal and demoraliza- 
tion. 

Remedies Discussed in New York. 
This subject of findiny a remedy ‘tor 

the admitted failure of the perscnal 
property tax as to intangibles has been 
extensively Giscussed in other states, 
and notably in the city and State of 
New York, where the experience of the 
different states of the country has be«n 
thus reviewed. Three distinct remedies 
have been proposed: ‘ 

First. In lieu of the ineffective 
system of taxing intangible personal 
property, it is proposed to classify 
such property for taxation by levy- 
ing a rate which is fairly based upcn 
the income of such securities 
through a mortgage recording tax 
and a registration tax on other se- 
curities. 

Second. By levying a tax upon 
the visible signs of income such as 
a habitation tax or a tax upon a 
man’s presumed wealth as based 
upon the rental paid or the renal 
value of his residence, and an occu- 
pation tax based upon the value of 
the business premises occupied and 
a salary tax based upon the salary 
actually paid, this belng in the na- 
ture of a supplement to tne others 
and these taxes, of course, to be in 
lieu of all personal property taxa- 
tion. 

Third. By adopting in lieu of all 
personal property taxation *an in- 
come tax such as has been adoptcd 
and apparently successfully applied 
in Wisconsin and is now recommen‘- 
ed in New York and Massachusetts, 
such income tax being made upon 
the general features of the income 
tax law of the United States. 


Classification Best for Missouri, 


It will be seen that the first of these 
plans looks to the substitution of an 
effective for an ineffective method of 
taxing personal securities, mortgages, 
bonds and the like The second and 
third of these plans involve the aban- 
donment of all attempts to tax such 
property, but seeks to substitute therc- 
for a tax either*directly upon inc)»me 
or upon the visible signs of income. 

Other schemes were discussed in New 
York, such as the exemption of build- 
ings, in whole or in part, a ‘‘super tax’’ 
upon land or the taxation of the _ so- 
called unearned increment in land. But 
these were discussed with reference to 
the peculiar conditions in New York 
City and look rather to the social and 
economic reforms expected to be real- 
ized therefrom than to the effective- 
ness of the taxing svstem itself, and 
would require with us a constitutional 
amendment as well as statutory enact- 
ments. 

While the income tax plan has ben 
adopted in Wisconsin and recommended 
in New York and Massachusetts, it is 
believed that the most practicable plar 
for a state situated as Missouri, and the 
existing tax system is based upon per- 
sonal listing, is to avail ourselves of the 
power of classification and to make our 
taxation effective thereby. 
Effectiveness Through Classification. 

A mortgage recording tax exacted as 
a condition for recording would obvious- 
ly be effective as all mortgages must 
be recorded. It is true that such a tax 
would probably be shifted to the mort- 
gagor but he would be compensated (to 
judge from the experience of other 
states) in the increased attractiveness 
‘to capital of this form of investment, 
and this would reduce the rate of inter- 
est upon such loans. It is also true that 
there is a theoretical objection to such 
a tax in that there is no new value cre- 
ated by a mortgage, and the economic 
justification lies first in that it sub- 
stitutes an effective for an ineffective 
tax, and second in that the state through 
its recording system furnishes the fa- 
cilities through which the mortgage is 
made effective. 

The same principle can be extended 
to the registration of securities. Here 
the tax cannot be shifted but must be 
paid by the owner, but if the tax is a 
moderate one, say 5 or 6 per cent upon 
the income of the securities, it is be- 
lieved that a state registration would be 
sought by trustees and the estates in 
probate and also by private investors 
who do not want to evade taxation. 
Parties who withhold their securities 
from registration will be subject to the 
full local rate and that of itself would 
be an incentive for registration. 

Public b§nds, that is to say, those of 
the state, counties, cities, school dis- 
tricts, drainage districts, and the hke, 
ought to be exempt from all taxation, 
but as that is not permissible under the 
Constitution, they could be subjectol 
to a very low rate. 

It wifl be seen that this remedy does 
not abolish the personal property tax; 
but leaves it in force as to money on 
hanl, choses in action and other forms 
of property which, in the nature of 
things, cannot be registered. It is aiso 
true that in so far as this remedy is 
effective, it depends upon income rather 
than property, that is, the tax rate is 
based upon the income of the securi- 
ties registered. It is for this reason that 
an income tax is favored by many econ- 
omists as the! most thorough and effec- 
tive substitute for all personal property 
taxation. But while all this is true, the 
substitution of an effective for an in- 
effective tax as to mortgages and per- 
sonal securities would be a very great 
improvement by increasing the public 
revenues and removing at least in great 
part the source of demoralization and 


scandal.

Such a commission might do some- 
thing to remedy the existing inequai- 
ities which now make the burden of 
State taxation so lacking in uniformity 
throughout the state. The separation of 
the sources of state and local revenue, 
and doing away with the state property 
tax would remedy this want of uni- 
formity; but a constitutional amendment 
to this end was submitted to the peo- 
ple in 198 and defeated. 

When all is said, we must admit tha: 
the burden of taxation is not welcome 
under any system, however equal and 
uniformly such burden is apportioned. 
It is, however, a public reproach that 
our taxing system through its ineffec- 


tiveness should result in equalities and 
injustice to the weakest classes of Lie 


community when the Constitution has 
left an open door for the remedy.

He knew 
all about the feminist movement and 
after his long residence in France could 
not help comparing the condition of the 
women of Egypt with that of the woin.- 
en in France. And knowing all the cif- 
ficulties he will encounter, he has sct 
his mind on freeing the women of the 
cast from"the degradation of the cen 
turies. A big job, one so big 
time to talk about it at a time 
the Suez Canal, a few score miles away 
was being rapidly fortified against an 
expected Turkish-German attaciz, which 
might upset the history of the wovid 

“We have had too little understan:- 
ing,’’ said his highness, “of the a}- 
important part women play in the bet- 
terment of the world. The mother in 
the first years of a child’s life wuilds 
his character and sets his footsteps in 
the way he is to go. If she is to guide 
Aim right she must have a chance to be 
eagucated and develop her own charac- 
ter.”’

‘“‘Here in the East,’’ he went on, ‘we 
ave problems of power and politics that 
absorb us, but they are of passirg 
moment compared to a problem like this 
If we can but do away with ignorance, 
if we can elevate our women, the prob- 
lems of power and politics will solve 
themselves. For the strength of a na- 
tion rests on the character of its peo- 
ple.’’ 

He paused, and J followed the eirec- 
tion of his glance out upon Addine 
Square filled with people rushing this 
way and that in the inconsequential 
Oriental way. Across it, threading in 
and out of the narrow streets, were 
dozens of flat-topped donkey carts hear- 
ing squatting women, mere black-garbed 
lumps, with black yashmaks showine 
cnly their eyes, women carted about in 
droves and regarded by their men as 
little above animals. 

It occurred to me that I had heard 
the Sultan had a very different atti- 
tude toward women, and that he had 
but one wife. Looking back at him 1] 
could see he was affected by his own 
thoughts, and his emotion showed in 
the ‘quickening of his breath and the 
moisture in his eyes. This was some- 
thing entirely out of my expectations 
of an Oriental potentate, and I real- 
ized he had chosen the topic of women, 
“ot because he wished to avoid poltica, 
but because it was uppermost in his 
mind. 

So I told him

once all sympathy, so, to see how it 
affected him, I told him about the 
suffrage parades in New York.

DISBARRED BEGUN 


Lawyer Charged With Retaining 
Funds Belonging to Clients and 
Other Unprofessional Conduct. 


SEVEN ALLEGATIONS MADE 


He Gets Notice of Bar Associa- 
tion’s Action When Arguing 
a Case in Court. 


Seven charges of unprofessional con- 
duct were made in a petition filed in 
the Circuit Court yesterday by attorneys 
representing the Exécutive Committee 
of the St. Louis Bar Association, asking 
that Ellroy V. Selleck, an attorney 
whose professional and domestic affairs 
have been much in the courts recently, 
be disbarred. 

The’ allegations include charges that 
Selleck retained funds . belonging ‘o 
clients, that he solicited business against 
clients, that he represented both sides in 
litigation and that he took personal ad- 
vantage of the trust and confidence re- 
posed in him by a woman client. 

The first charge is that he was con- 
victed Feb. 24 and sentenced to impris- 
onment in the State Penitentiary for 
two years for obtaining signatures to 
a deed of trust, in an attempt to de- 
fraud two clients. 

Other Charges Made. 

Another allegation is that he retained 
$685.45 of the funds of the estate of the 
late John Link, for which he was czt- 
torney, claiming it as a fee. 

A third charge is that on Oct. 23, 1915, 
he settled a suit brought by him for 
Ethyl Jaco against the United Railways, 
and retained the $175 received in the 
settlement, falsely representing to his 
client that there had been no settle- 
ment, and improperly retained the mon- 
ey until Nov. 10, 1915. 

The fourth charge is that when attor- 
ney for the Link estate in the Pro- 
bate Court he also represented persons 
having claims against the estate and col- 
lected fees from both sides. Another 
charge is that Selleck wrongfully 
entered his appearance as attorney for 
the defense in a suit against Rudolph 
Linke and others in a justice court when 
the defendants had other counsel. 

The sixth allegation is that he filed 
a suit against L. E. Schuck, a client, 


for Louise S. Hills, who was injured 
by Schuck’s automobile when Selleck 
was riding init. The petition charges 
that he obtained employment from the 
woman when she was in a semi-con- 
scious condition. 

The Final Allegation. 

The last allegation ts that Selleck 
teok advantage of the confidence and 
trust imposed in him by Mattie Stolze, 
also known as Bessie Blake, who was 
to receive $10,000 from the estate of 
the late August F. Blesse. It is 
charged that Selleck wrongfully re- 
tained the $10,000. 

The suit was filed for the Bar Asso- 
ciation by Attorneys John F. Green 
and Benjamin A. Wood. The members 
| of the executive committee of the Bar 


Association, which filed the action, are 
Charles P. Willlams, Frank B. Cole- 
man, Breckinridge Long, Richard A° 
Jones and Alroy S. Philips. 

The disbarment proceedings were 
sent to Judge Taylor’s court to be as- 
signed. Selleck was arguing a motion 
there asking that a client be permitted 
to prosecute an alienation suit as a 
poor person instead of securing costs. 
Judge Taylor interrupted Selleck and 
notified him of the case. After look- 
ing at the petition Selleck proceeded 
with his argument, saytng he would 
answer the disbarment cnarges when 
he had time. The case was assigned 
to Judge Shields’ division.

IN ARMY SQUANDER WAGES 


Earning Big Pay in War Industries, 
Séme Light Cigarettes With 
Paper Money. 

BERLIN, March 25.—Compulsory 
saving has been introduced on a small 
scale in at least one district of Germany. 
This is revealed in an order issued by 
the military commander of the district 
of Cassel, famed as the early schooling 
place of Emperc:r William. 

The order is aimed at the extravagance 
of young men and boys who are earning 
high wages in war industries. The or- 
der recites that young men in receipt of 
swollen war earnings have in many 
cases been leading profligate lives and 
sometimes neglecting to support depend- 
ent relatives. Some boys have been 
seen lighting their cigarettes with paper 
money. 

As this class of youth has not desisted 
from its practices after repeated warn- 
ings, the commanding General threat- 
ens that they will not be allowed further 
to collect their wages. Instead, their 
money will be handed over to a trustee, 
who will withhold such amount as he 
sees fit for deposit in a savings bank 
until after the war.

PEACE ATTITUDES | 


OF THE SOCIALIS| 
GROUPS IN EUROPE 


Huysmans, Secretary of Inter- 
national, Discusses Outlook 
for the Future. 


Correspondence of the Associated Press 

THE HAGUE, Netherlands, March 1%. 
~The secretary of the famous Socialist 
International, Camille Huysmans, in an 
interview with @ correspondent of the 
Associated Press, has described tno 
present position of that body and ‘he 
various national European groups whicn 
it comprises in regard to the war, poiil- 
ing out the obstacles which still pre- 
vent united actiono anad dealing with 
the outlook for the future. 

While the executive of the interna- 
tional has decided to refrain from call- 
ing an international congress at present 
owing to the irreconciliable attitude 
which the French party maintains in 
view of the presence of a German army 
on French soil, its revresentatives sare 
nevertheless to have a conference with 
the British Socialist leaders in Londen, 
in a few weeks, and subsequently wiih 
the French Socialists in Paris and with 
the Russian Socialists, after having al- 
ready acquainted themselves with t@e 
position in other belligerent countries 
from German, Hungarian and Belgian 
Socialist Deputies who recently visited 
The Hague for the purpose. 

Hope of ultimately bringing the vari- 
ous branches of the International to- 
gether again has thus by no means 
been abandoned. ‘The position is that 
the Central organization is still in com- 
plete touch with all the affiliated groups, 
but that those groups are not all in 
touch with one another. An interna- 
tional congress could be held tomorrow, 
said M. Huysmans, but he maintained 
that, without complete representation, 
it would be useless and even dangercus, 
as tending to sow suspicion. 

Question of Alsace-Lorraine. 

Alsace-Lorraine is, he stated, still the 
stumbling block, but a compromise on 
this subject is, in his poinion, essential, 
or another war is inevitable within a 
few years. His personal view of what 
the nature of that compromise should 
be, however, he thought it wise to 
withhold. 

“The German Socialist: party,’’ de- 
clared the Secretary of the International 
to the Associated Press representative, 
‘*‘ wants a speedy peace, but, unlike the 
Socialists of France and Britain, they 
have no determinate voice in the em- 
rire-s councils, having to rely perforce 
vn whatever indirect influence they may 
be able to wield through the medium of 
public opinion.’’ His estimate of their 
rower in regard to hastening the end 
of the war_is, in fact, not a high one. 
And as regards the split in the German 
Socialist ranks, Huysmans thinks there 
is danger of a definite cleavage if the 
iuajority persist in supporting the Impe- 
rial Government’s policy. 

The attitude of the Hungarian party 
iS an interesting one. ‘‘Not only do they 
think a speedy peace is necessary,” said 
liuysmans, who has just conferred with 
rome of their number, ‘“‘but they are of 
opinion that a pridge can be built be- 
tween the different belligerents. They 
further take the position that, even sup- 
posing the war could have been at first 
considered a defensive one on Germany’s 
part, it has now become for her an ag- 
gressive one, and they hold the view 
that the whole German Socialist party 
ought now to vote against the war cred- 
iis, thus furthering a settlement.” 

Independence ef Belgium. 

All Socialists, including the German 
varty itself as,a whole, are, it seems, 
in favor of the political and economic 
ind»pendence of Belgium. “The one or 
two possible individual exceptions,” re- 
marked Huysmans, who is himself a Rel- 
sian, “have no influence. Out of a mil- 
jion votes we should have 999,000 in favor 
of an independent Belgium; so that, if 
the German Socialists have influence, 
Beigium is free.” 

“Germans know very well the military 
position of Germany does not corre- 
spond to their economic position. More- 
over, we Belgians are not a people 
easily subjected, and the eGrmans are 
viscovering that. They have never seen 
such a people. We have had some expe- 
rience in this kind of thing. The Span- 
lards occupied Bélgitimy and the Span- 
lards disappeared. We have had the 
Austrians—disappeared. The French— 
disappeared. Our good friends the 
Dutch—disappeared. And we are also 
sure that the Germans will disappear 
The Shooting of the eBlgians, the ter- 
rorist policy, has no influence on us. A 
large number of Soctalists and others 
have been shot in Belgium, and the 
German Government thought it would | 
make an impression: they were wrong. 
‘t makes no impression whatever.”’ 

, Unity of Small Neutrals. 

The establishment of a thir) bloc in | 
Europe, composed of the small western | 
neutral nations, whose task it would | 
be to keep the peace between the othe» 
combinations, was a point incidentai’: 
urged very emphatically by this Socia)- | 
iet leader. “If they do not thus unit~ ' 


he declared, “they will assuredly dis- | 


appear."’ 

The memory of the International's co)- 
lapse at the outbreak of war might 
make many people pessimistic, but 
Huysmans is convinced that the pres- 
ent struggle will have a good influence 
on the future of Socialism. “The peo- 
ple,”” he said, “will be very poor. The 
war has shown to all the world the 
need of organizing against war. and 
that the Socialists are the only party 
which has, as a whole, fought against 
war in Europe. Morevor, during this 
struggle all the belligenertn nations 
have been obliged to act on_ Socialist 
principles to somé extent, In Belgium. 
for instance,’ private trade almost dis- 
appeared, private industry failed, and 
at the most difficult moment the only 
solution was the collective organiza- 
tion of society. That will not be for- 
gotten by anybody. 

“The moment of peace depends on tne 


ermies, but the nature of the peace dc- 
pends on us,” he remarked. “We So- 
clalists will only hasten peace if that

“On her voyage to the South the Au- 
rora called at Macquarie Island, arriv- 
ing there Dec. 30, 1914. She landed some 
stores she had brought for the island- 
ers and sailed the following day for 
the ice. 

Could Not Land et Cape Crozier. 

“Cape Crozier was reached on Jan. 9, 
1915. It had been intended to establ.sh 
# depot here for the winter journeys 
from our base, but the conditions were 
so bad that it was impossible to make 
a landing. 

“The Aurora accordingly procceded 
east along the ice barrier and up the: 
sound. We encountered great difficul- 
tie. from the ice, but managed event"- 
ally to make a landing. 

“On Jan. 24 a party of three men with 
dogs set out for the bluff to lay out a 
Gepot, taking stores with them. Next 
day Capt. Aeneas Mackintosh, accom- 
panied by two members of the party, 
left the ship for a sledge trip with the 
dogs. On Jan. 31 the six men started 
on a journey to the south. They touk 
with them a motor sledge with an ae~*o- 
plane engine. 

“All this time the Aurora was lying 

at moorings off Cape Evans. Although 
many attempts were made to find .a 
safe harbor, they failed, owing to the 
extremely bad seas. ‘he party of six 
who made the journey to the south re- 
turned and on March 4 were embarkrei 
from Hut Point. 
“A week later, the ship still being 
moored off Cape Evans, four of the 
staff went ashore to do scientific work. 
A violent blizzard occurred on March 6 
ani drove the Aurora from the moor- 
ings she had taken up for the winter. 
At this time Capt. Mackintosh and tw; 
companions, as well as the three men 
who had gone to the bluff to establish 
a depot and the four members of the 
scientific-staff, were ashore. We saw 
no more of them. 

Pack Ice Takes Ship Away. 
“When the Aurora was driven from 
her moorings she became locked in the 
pack ice. This set north along. :he 
coast around Cape Adare and to the 
west of Ballany Islands (outside Russ 
Sea). 

“After escaping serious itnjury for 
over 1) weeks, misfortunes overtook her 
on July 21, 1915. We were then abcut 
ninety miles south of Coulman Island 
(showing a drift back into Ross Sea). 
The Aurora was heavily nipped by the 
enormous ice pressure. She lost~ her 
rudder and her hull was heavily; 
strained. 
“It was not until March 14 of this 
year that the ship was released from 
the ice. This was in latitude 64 degrees 
and 3) minutes south, longtitude 18 ue- 
grees east, after a drift south and east- 
ward of 1200 miles. 
“Tne names of those who are ashore 
on the barrier are: Capt. Mackintosh, 
in command of the Ross Sea side of the 
expedition; H. E. Wild, dog and sledg- 
ing expert, a brother of Frank Wilda. 
who is with Capt. Shackleton; Ernest 
Joyce, J. L. Cope, A. Stevens, Spencer 
Smith, Richard Hayward and Jack 
Gaze. 
“We sent a wireless appeal for relief 
from the ship during the winter, but | 
cannot say if it was received. We haJd 
no acknowledgment. 
“The Aurora is now proceeding to a 
port in New Zealand with a jury rud- 
de-. We have lost our anchors and are 
short of fuel. We expect to arrive in 
port early in April. STENHOUSE. 
London Much Concerned Over Safety 
of Shackleton Party. 

The unfavorable tidings from the Ross 
Sea and of the Shackleton Antarctic ex- 
pedition caused a sensation. Lieut. 
Shackleton is the most ambitious of all 
the experts in Arctic exploration 4nd 
news of his successful passage across 
the 1700 miles of the Antarctic continent 
was hoped for within a few days. 

The carrying away of the Aurora in 
the drift ice of the Ross Sea leaves not 
only 10 men of her landing party ma- 
rooned without any chance of reliet for 
another 11 months, but if Lieut. Shackle- 
ton has arrived or arrives after the rig- 
ors of his long journey, at Ross Sea, he 
too, must wait for succor until the sea 
again becomes practicable. There is a 
chance that Shackleton has gone ack 
to the Weddell Sea and will be able +o 
return to Buenos Aires this month, but 
that presumes the fallure of this at- 
tempt to get to the place, which there 's 
no reason to expect in view of his own 
and his companions’ experience and res- 
clution and the perfection with which 
every working detail of the expedition 
was thought out and provided for. 

If Shackleton got to the Pole it is 
iaken for granted that he would contin- 
ue on his journey to Ross Sea, nox only 
because it was his original plan, but 
because it is believed to be an casier 
journey than the return to Weddell Sea. 
Should he have reached Ross Sea ac- 
cording to schedule, after his uncxam- 
pled achievement, the disappointment of 
finding the Aurora gone and 10 of her 
crew marooned must be severe and it 
will take a man of Shackleton’s virile 
self-control to face the ordeal.

16 men, assuming that*they have joined 
hands, are experienced explorers, there 
iS every reason for believing that under 
the leadership of Shackleton they will 
find a way of fighting their way through 
the dangers and difficulties which now 
confront them. 

Commander Evans, R. N. C. B., who 
took command of the Scott expedition 
after the death of Capt. Scott, had just 
come ashore last night, and expressed 
considerable anxiety when told what 
had happened to the Aurora. 

Evans Hopeful of Outcome. 

“I had not expected to hear definite 
news from the Shackleton expedition un- 
til the end of the month,” he said. “But 
this is the thing one didn’t expect to 
happen. The Antartic is always full of 
surprises. If Shackleton has succeeded 
in accomplishing his magnificent march 
across the pole and taken the route he 
followed on his previous expedition, long 
before this Nhe will have reached Cape 
vans and found Capt. Scott’s hut. 

“There we left an abundance of food 
and fuel when we sealed it up before 
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coming away, but I am afraid they will 
not find very much clothing if they are 
badly off in that respect. 

“However, with his own resourceful 
nature and with the material he will 
find, I have little doubt Sir Ernest and 
his companions will survive one winter, 
providing they reach Cape Evans in 


reasonable health. But of course succor 
must be sent to them. 

“No ship can reach the Ross Sea 
base until the end of December this 
year. There -s much to be done, how- 
ever, before: a relief expedition can be 
organized and it will be necessary *o

SPANS COMPLETED 


Highway Approach to Municipal 
Structure Expected to Be 
Finished in October. 


The first section of the Illinois 
highway approach to the free bridge, 
a stretch of 300 feet between Baker 
street and the Illinois Central Rail- 
way tracks, has been completed, and 
city officials announced today that 
the steel highway approach would be 
finished by October, as planned, 
barring unforeseen interruptions. 

The railway approach in Illinois 
about two miles longer, will not be 
finished before the spring of 1917, 
President Kinsey of the Board of 
Public Service said. 

Construction of the river piers of 
the bridge began in June, 1910, under 
former Mayor Kriesmann, and the 
last stroke of work will not be added 
to the $7,250,000 bridge until nearly 
seven years after it was actually 
started. 

Public Holiday in October. 
Mayor Kiel has announced there 
will be a public holiday in October to 
celebrate the opening of the highway 
deck of the bridge to interurban 
trolleys, vehicles and pedestrians. 
The upper deck will be 9002 feet long, 
extending from Seventh and Papin 
streets in St. Louis to Tenth street 
and Piggott avenue in East St. 
Louis. It will be about twice the 
length of any other bridge across the 
Mississippi River at St. Louis. The 
topography necessitated the great 
length to the highway approach, but 
the railroad approach in Illinois 
was extended two miles beyond the 
length necessary to give an easy 
gradient, in the hope of landing the 
bridge in “neutral” territory, where 
roads in competition with the Ter- 
minal Railroad Association could 
reach it. 

Clinton H. Fisk, chief engineer of 
construction for the city, said 219 
men were now at work on the tridge. 
There are 90 common laborers, 36 
structural iron workers, 30 concrete 
workmen, 20 carpenters, 14 watch- 
men, and an office force of 20. 

There were as many as 300 men at 
work on the bridge at one time last fall 
when concrete piling was being driven 
for the foundations of both approaches. 
and by June it is expected that more 
than 300 men will be at work erecting 
the steel that is partly delivered now 
from the Pittsburg foundry at which 
it was fabricated. 

Difficult Work Beginning. 

The most difficult part of the highway 
approach construction—a span across the 
Illinois Central tracks, 263 feet in length 
—will be started this week. A two-boom 
steel-mule traveling crane, operated on 
top of the approach now erected, will 
place the heavy steel on the remainder 
of the approach. William F. Collar, as- 
sistant engineer in charge of the work, 
reported yesterday that the falsework of 
the big span was being erected. 

There remain to be driven about 70 
concrete piers before the foundations of 
both approaches will be complete. The 
foundations at the river front have been 
put in since the flood waters of last 
January subsided, and a concrete retain- 
ing wall at the river will serve to keep 
out water that might undermine these 
piers. 

The city has undertaken to complete 
the bridge approaches without letting 
the work to contractors. A bond issue 
of $2,750,000 was voted in 1914, for this 
purpose, and President Kinsey has said 
it would be ample to complete the work, 
which includes paving of the river spans 
and the approaches in St. Louts. 


How Cost of Bridge Grew. 

In June, 1906, St. Louisans voted $3,500,- 
000 of bonds for the construction of a 
free bridge, on the advice of engincers 
that a first-class steel bridge, of two 
decks, could be constructed here at thai 
cost, After several years of wrangling 
in legislative halls over the proper loca- 
tion of approaches on both sides the 
river, it was finally decided to build the 
approaches in such a manner that it 
would cost the additional $2,750,000 to 
finish the structure. All but $200,000 of 
the original bond issue was spent in 
constructing the river piers, the ap- 
proaches on this side the river, and in 
the acquisition of land for approaches in 
East St. Louis.

The domestic situation in thé cotton 
market seems to be taking care of it- 


self, but the export outlook continues 
to hold attention to its uncertainty and 
its unsatisfactory volume. Reparts 
from New Orleans have deen télling of 
considerable buying by Japanese, and 
this, of course, will not show up in 
the export figures at once. 


So far as this country is concerned, 
the export movement as a rule tells of 
business that has already been consum- 
mated, of cotton that has already passed 
out of the reach of buyers. Just nom 
the interest in export figures is 
gauge what surplus may be left in this 
country at the end of the season. 

During last week of the total .exports 
of 87,149 bales, there were forwarded to 
France 29,042 bales, to the rest of the 
Continent 29,582 balés, to Great Britain 
15.505 bales, and to China and Japan 13,- 
°% bales. There is a considerable change 
here in the distribution of the cotton. 
For a while Gréat Britain has béen get- 
ting the bulk of the cotton; the sys- 
tem of distribution insures regularity, 
apparently, and the cotton is going for- 
ward as needed. There ‘s ré@ason to 
hope, therefore, that exports will not 
fall much below an average of 100,000 
bales per week, in spite of :ast week's 
small movement. 

Liverpool Trade Is Quiet. 


Liverpool, which seems to be tiie pulse 
of the foreign demand just now, is re- 
porting small sales. For the week end- 
ing Friday the 24th, the total sales were 
34.000 bales, of which 27,30 bales were 
American. These figures would séem 
to be discouraging enough without the 
Manchester report of the cloth 
and varn markets, which reads: ‘Cloth 
depressed, with more looms stopping; 
yarn dull and spinners losing zround.,”’ 

This is a typical Manchester report, 
but the edge ts taken off it and the 
small Liverpool sales by the report that 
121,000 bales were forwarded to spin- 
ners, of which sum _ 98,000 bales were 
American; these are the greatest for- 
wardings for some time, and indicate 
an activity that belies the sales and the 
gloomy Manchester report. 

Prices in Liverpool have declined dur- 
ing the week. On Saturday, March 38, 
middling uplands were quoted at F gone 
and yesterday at 7.69d., about $1.20 per 
bale less. This decline in price in Liver- 
pool is probably due to chéaper ocean 
freights, which are reported from day to 
dav. While there is denial] from buyers of 
any material reduction in océan rates, 
at the same time the rumors of cheaper 
rates are so persistent that there must 
be some ground for them. If the de- 
cline is due to cheaper freights, (tl 
price of cotton in this country should in 
no wise decline in sympathy with Liver- 
pool, On the contrary, a cheapening of 
rates should prove a stimulus. 

Spot Markets Active. 


Spot markets in the United States 
have been fairly active. Reports of a 
slackening demand in the last few days 
have been circulated, but sellers of cot- 
ton claim that they have no difficulty 
in disposing of their offerings at full 
prices. Several days during last week 
the sales were quite large in such mar- 
kets as Memphis and New Orleans, 
Houston and Savannah, while the small- 
ér interior markets Were active gener- 
ally.

In addition to the bearish effect 
of the destruction of vessels and of 
the chances of renewed tension be- 
tween the United States and Germany, 
the influence of thé breaking of the 
drouth seemed to be gaining 4 force, 
as many reports coming in from all 
sections of the rain-soaked territory, 
told of the revival of the crop. 

Weather of a kind to retard the 
movement of the corn crop brought 
about strength in the corn market. 
A prospect of smaller receipts made 
speculative short séllers ‘unusually 
inclined to week-end evening up of 
trades. 

Trade Sentiment Bearish. 


While sentiment in wheat has been 
bearish for some time, there are many 
good traders who think that unless 
peace should come in Europe ihat the 
recent decline has more than discounted 
the weak factors in the market. 

These traders point out that while last 
year the actual supplies of wheat in the 
visible and on the farms were much 
less than now, the acreage was a record- 
breaker and conditions of the uwrowing 
plant almost perfect. Now with sup- 
plies in sight and on the farms much 
larger, the winter wheat acréage is 11.3 
per cent less than last year, or 115,000,- 
000 bushels tinder last year’s narvest, 
and since these figures were compiled 
by the Government winter killing has 
materially lowered the prospect over a 
wide area of the winter wheat belt. 

It is also exceedingly unlikely that the 
spring wheat crop can equal anywhere 
near that of last year’s record crop, es- 
pecially as — about 10 per cent of 
plowing was done last fall, and wet 
weather in the Northwest the past 10 
days is steadily interfering with the 
preparation for sowing the new crop 

In Canada the season also is back- 
ward, fn the face of a light fail plow- 
+ . and indications are that it will be 

ifficult to obtain hands to sow the 
rem owing to the demands of the Eu- 
ropean war for men. 

The season for c scares also is at 
hand, and it will no doubt be found that 
the high-paid experts of Chicago com- 
mission houses will be sent thto the 
fields to earn their salaries, aS soon as 
the season is a little further advanced. 
Every year has its crop scares at the 
hands of these experts, and there is no 
reason to expect this year to be an ex- 
ception to the rule.

Scarcely any doubt exists at the American Embassy tonight 
that the lives of some of the 25 Americans on the Sussex were 


lost. 


Twelve of them are unaccounted for.

win, of Baltimore, is reported to have been killed. 
One hundred and forty-three survivors of the Sussex have 
arrived here and more are expected. 


The text of the Ministry of Marine 
statement says: 

“The British steamer Sussex, 
carried about 380 passengers, was tor- 
pedoed in the channel on the 24th by 
an enemy submarine. 

The captain observed a terpedo about 
100 metres from the side and maneuv- 
ered to avoid it, but the vessel was 
struck in the forward part, which was 
destroyed. 

“The vessei, however, remained afloat. 
The fall of the mast destroyed part of 
the antennae of the wireless; moreover, 
when an aerial wire was improvised 
the operator, by an error, reported an 
incorrect position, which misled the tor- 
pedo boats and patrol boats, and as a 
result retarded the arrival of help. 

Found by Patrol Boat.

A crowd of about 13,000 persons 
paid approximately $150,000 to see 
the fight, and went away apparently 
satisfied with the result. 
It was the greatest gathering Madison 
Square Garden had ever seen. Many 
women were in the throng. Willard 
broke his right hand in the third round. 
but blows from his fighting left kept 
Moran at a distance. Moran’s best 
round was the third and his worst 
probably was the seventh. He was 
bleeding after the fifth round, and his 
left eye was almost closed at the end. 
Willard was rushed to the ropes in 
the third round and received blow after 
biow on his face. The crowd sensed a 
knockout, but the finishing punch was 
lacking. 
Moran put up a game fight. Most of 
the tirne he crouched and forced the 
fighting. Willard seemed slower on his 
feet than the challenger and appeared 
to have an unlimited capacity to take 
punishment. Moran scowled as he 
fought, but Willard smiled. 

Moran Displays Pluck. 

The chief feature of Moran’s battle 
was his gameness. Although he could 
make no impression on Willard with nis 
hardest swings, he fought steadily and 
courageously under a hail of left japs 
and hooks which battered his face ana 
almust closed his left eye toward the 
and of the bout, Several times Moran 
was dazed bj the champion’s sinashes, 
tut Willard, fighting with his usual lack 
of aggressiveness, did not appear to try 
particularly for a knockout. 

Referee Charley White said after the 
bout that it was one of the cleanest 
at which he ever officiated and he had 
to caution the boxers only once. Moran 
landed dangerously low on Willard at 
one time in infighting, but the blow was 
unintentional and did not appear to 
distress Willard seriously. Willard, 
whose weight was announced as 25914 
pounds in ring costume, towered over 
Moran, who weighed only 201% pounds. 
Moran opened hostilities with a light 
left to the head, then tried a left to the 
body, which was blocked. Willard kept 
jabbing with his long left. Moran, bor- 
ing in, swung an overhand left high 
on the head and then was driven back 
by several left jabs and a short righ: 
to the head. 

Willard held Moran off with another 
straight left and uppercut with his right 
The champion was cool and grinned at 
Moran's futile attempts to reach his 
jaw. 

- Moran worked industriously in the 
second session, boring in and trying to 
land overhead swings, either right or 
left, while the big fellow jabbed him 
hard and hooked a short right to the 
head.

Final Action to Follow Return 
of President Campbell From 
the East. 


Control of the American Central In- 
Surance Co. of St. Louis, which has a 
capital stock of $1,000,000, and which 
coes a fire insurance business in ail 
parts of the United States and Canada, 
will probably be purchased by the Com- 
mercial Union Assurance Co. of Lon- 
don, under an agreement made yester- 
day in New York between Edward ‘T. 
Campbell, president of the American 
Central, and Col. A. H. Wray, Amer- 
ican manager of the English corpora- 
tion. 


A telegram announcing the agreement 
was received from Campbell last even- 
ing by William A. Blodgett of 4400 Lin- 
dell boulevard, vice president of the 
American Central. Campbell wired that 
the Commercial Union Assurance Co, 
had agreed to accept the figure fixed by 
the directors of the American Central 
for its stock. 

As the stock is in the hands of about 
600 individuals, a majority of whom ars 
St. Louisans, the actual transfer of con- 
trol will depend on whether the stock- 
holders are willing to sell at the price 
fixed by the directors. The English 
company will not buy the stock, it is 
understood, unless it can get at least 
51 per cent, to insure control, and it 
desires to get considerably more than 51 
per cent. 

Stock Advances on Exchange. 

On the strength of rumors of an out- 
side demand, offers for the stock have 
risen on the St. Louis Stock Exchange 
in the last week to 200. This means $104 
a share, for the reason that the Amer- 
ican Central stock is in shares of $5) 
each. The rise in the last week, in 
offers, has been about 20 points. 

Vice President Blodgett would not say 
exactly what price had been fixed by 
the directors, but he indicated that it 
was about 280, or $140 a share. Alluding 
to the offers of 200, which he said had 
not brought any sales of consequence, 
he said; 

“I would advise stockholders not to 
consider parting with their stock for 
less than 40 per cent more than the price 
which has been offered in the past 
few days.’’ 

He said President Campbell would be 
back in St. Louis this evening or to- 
morrow and that a circular would prob- 
ably be issued, notifying stockholders 
of the exact situation. The annual meet- 
ing of stockholders is scheduled for 
April 19. 

Blodgett said the Commercial Union 
Arsurance was known as the largest 
gene:al insurance company in the world 
doing insurance business of all classes 
in England and doing a fire insurance 
business in the United States. It con- 
trols the Ocean Accident and Liability 
Co. and the California Fire Insurance 
Co. Its total assets, Blodgett said, are 
$135,000, 000. 

For the past year, Blodgett said, the 
American Central has been working un. 
der an agreement with the London com- 
pany, by which they divided their busi- 
ness. This has enabled the London 
corporation to assure itself of the vol- 
ume of the business done by the Ameri- 
can Central. 

Organized by St. Louisans in 1853. 

The American Central, Blodgett said, 
is one of the three largest fire insurance 
companies west of New York. It was 
organized in 1853 by St. Louisans, and 
has always been controlled by residents 
of this city. Its annual business is 
stated as amounting to $3,600,000 in net 
premiums, and its dividends are 12 per 
cent annually. A quarterly dividend 
o1 $1.50 a share, payable April 1, was re- 
cently voted. This is three per cent on 
a $50 par valuation. The company’s 
ussets, Blodgett said, are about $4,000,000, 
and its net surplus $1,085,000.

ARMY IN MEXICO BESET 
BY SNOW AND SANDSTORM 
AFTER OPPRESSIVE HEAT 


Headquarters Camp Field Hospital Without a 


Patient, 


Despite Heavy Marches and 


' Radical Temperature Change.

| GENERAL HEADQUARTERS WU. 8. 
ARMY IN MEXICO, March 24, via 
Aero to Columbus, N. M., March 25.— 
The United States troops here today 
battled with a sand and snowstorm. 
Soldiers were busy cutting toughs 
and trees with which to build wind- 


ters. The sand storm has been 80 
severe that one could see but two 
yards away, and mess has proceeded 
under utmost difficulties, sand fill- 
ing utensils or wind blowing the 
food away. 

There is plenty of wood here, and 


of the camp, in an effort to keep 
warm. The gale, according to na- 
tives, is the worst experienced here 
for many years. Ten newspaper cor- 
respondents shivered last night and 
most of today when they might have 
been more comfortable. A large, 
cozy tent had been put up for them, 
but, not being informed of it, all 
correspondents slept under a can- 
vas with all sides open to wind and 
sand. In the middle of the night the 
tent fell. After shivering around 
an open fire until noon, they were 
asked why they had not occupied the 
tent erected for their comfort. 
Followed Oppressive Heat Wave. 


Only the day béfore the camp just 
north of here was suffering from 
heat. Despite the great change in 
temperature there has been no sick- 
ness. The cold spell, of course, put 
a sudden stop to bathing. Many of 
the soldiers before entering Mexico 
had been led to believe it to be a 
land of warmth and sunshine, and 
as their first few days in this country 
corroborated this belief, to say they 
were astonished at the severe cold 
and snow is putting it mildly. More- 
over, as there is no weather man 
here to say when warmer temperature 
will come, the troops are preparing 
for a siege of it. The sand storm 
has continued for 48 hours, and 
shows no signs of abating. Officers, 
men and correspondents today sought 
out hollow places where the wind 
had less force and where they built 
fires and stood around with blankets | 
thrown atout their bodies, in the 
comfortable: Mexican fashion. 

Brigadier-General Pershing’s an- 
nouncement that United States troops 
had penetrated 175 miles south of 
here came as a surprise, as it had 
been supposed they were but a short 
distance below here. Officers ex- 
pressed much .satisfaction over the 
progress of the advance, but they are 
not expecting any speedy capture of 
Villa. Gen. Pershing himself says 
that he does not look for the advance 
force immediately to find Villa, who 
is supposed to be gathering forces. 
Some of the scouts who are with the 
expedition have told me that Villa is 
compelling Mexicans to join his army 
on his southward flight and that he 
has killed several, their bodies hav- 
ing been found. These scouts also re- 
port thet Villa is dividing his band. 
No force of Americans nor any of 
the supply wagon trains, however, 
have been molested in the least, 
every wagon and motor truck either 
going north empty or running south 
full of supplies. Every day the traf- 
fic between the field headquarters 
and the Columbus base increases. 

Negroes Most Cheerful. 

Every regiment and troop is anx- 
ious to be the captor of Villa, includ- 
ing the cavalry negroes. The latter 
are the happiest and most cheerful of 
the expedition. Every night the negro 
cavalrymen gather around their 
campfires and sing good old American 
airs and plantation melodies that win 
attention of the entire camp. And the 
singing usually breaks up with a ses- 
sion at “rolling the bones.” 

The organization less active than 
any other at the headquarters camp 
is the field hospital. It hasn’t a sin- 
gwie case on hand, which is a remark- 
ably good record in view of the long 
marches and changes in temperature, 

The famous Corralitos Ranch. 
through which I passed with a troop, 
is deserted save one Mexican attend- 
ant. This property is owned by E. D. 
Morgan of New York, and was looted 
by Villistas. There is not a horse or 
cow on the place. It was here that 
Villa killed a family of five Mexi- 
cans and one Russian recently on his 
flight from Columbus. This ranch has 
its own Httle church and is surround- 
ed by homes for employes. 

We are passing over the highway 
where Villa fled to Casas Grandes 
and evidences of his hurried trip are 
occasionally seen. Debris of camp- 
fire, with remnants of Mexican cloth- 
ing, a cartridge belt, a note book, 
perhaps a dead Mexican and other 
signs, show plainly which way the 
bandit leader went. 

The newspafer men have shared 
the hardships of the soldiers on the 
marches. As thé main object was 
speed, all superfluous baggage had 
to be left tehind, and as a result 
most of the writing has been done 
by daylight, on account of lack of 
lights. Sometimes the news has been 
written by campfire light, occasion- 
ally by candles, and rarely by the 
comparatively luxurious glare of a 

ntern. 

The aeroplane Ganeeron which ac- 
companied Gen. Pershing’s expedition 
has made good thus far in the dan- 
gerous work assigned to it. Flying 
conditions among the Mexican moun-

Newspapers Limited to 
25 Words a Day From 
Their Correspondents

FIELD HEADQUARTERS, United 
States Army in Mexico, March 2%, 
by aeroplane to Columbus, N. M., 
March 25.

number of words which 
may be sent from here by corre- 
spondents is 250 or 300 daily.

The censors, in announcing this 

limitation, said military necessi- 
ties precluded any larger use for 
the present of the army wires, 
which are the only means of com- 
munication from the field head- 
quarters or the front. 

Except the brief daily cispatches 
by wireless, all news passing the 
censor is carried back by army 
mails. 

Brigadier-General Pershing, in a 
talk to the newspaper men, asked 
them not to use the names of offi- 
cers nor of military units. He ex- 
plained in a general way the move- 
ments now being made against Vil- 
la. However, he cautioned the cor- 
respondents specifically against 


using any of this information. | 


was able to make some map observa- 
tions by walking close to a burning 
railroad tie.

Mountain air currents have been 
found more troublesome than plain 
winds. A good flying day on the 
plains or the table lands may be a 
bad day in the mountains. Over the 
mountain tops the aviators find air 
currents which shoot high above the 
peaks, as the wind is deflected up- 
ward along the slopes.

Berlin Reports Lively Artillery 
Duels in the Meuse 
District. 


BERLIN, via Lonéon, March %.—Ver- 
dun was in flames today, according to 
the official statement by the German 
Army Headquarters. 


The official statement says: 

“In the Meuse district artillery duels 
were especially lively and in the course 
of these éngagements Verdun was set 
on fire, 

“Eastern theater: West of Jacobstadt, 
the Russi&s again opened an attack 
after having brought forward fresh Si- 
berian troops and after strong artillery 
preparation had been made, The at- 
tack broke down with heavy losses to 
the Russians.

“It was 11:30 p. m. before we were 
able to get help. At that time a French 
trawler came alongside and took off al! 
but three of the women and about half 
of the men, At about the same time a 
British torpedo boat came alongside. 
Her commander came on board and took 
charge of affairs. 

“The passengers did everything possi- 
ble for the wounded on board the Sus- 
sex. An American woman doctor did 
fine work and Mr. Penfield, although 
suffering from a badly shattered leg, 
directed the first aid for others. His 
heroism was magnificent. He is among 
the injured in the Dove~ hospital. 

Persons Near Bridge Escape. 

“Miss Baldwin was standing near the 
bridge with Penfield and a young 
American who was on his way to join 
the Red Cross when the explosion oc- 
curred. Both she and Penfield miracu- 
lously escaped death, but their compan- 
fon, whose name is not known has not 
been seen since the disaster, so far as 
IT have learned. 

“Tt is remarkable, I think, that the 
electric light plant was not put out of 
commission and that there was steam 
upon the vessel all the time, The en- 
gines working the propellers, however, 
were out of commission. That the after 
part of the Sussex did not fill probably 
was due to the fact that many mail 
bags were piled against the bulkheads 
when the mall was put on board, the 
bulkheads thus being reinforced, 

“There were six lifeboats on the Sus- 
sex. Only two of these were swung out, 
ready to lower, at the time of the acci- 
dent. These were the two forward 
boats. 

“‘As to the cause of the explosion, 1! 
would not venture an opinion. As we 
were leaving Folkestone we passed a 
transport at her pier. If a submarine 
was responsible for the damage to the 
Sussex, it is possible the undersea craft 
mistook us for this transport. If we 
struck a mine, we must have hit it full 
on the prow of the Sussex.”

Feur American Survivors Arrive at 
Dover; Two Ge te Hospital, 


DOVER, March 26.—-Four American 
survivors of the Sussex mishap have 
arrived here. They are G. H, Crocker, 
Charles T. Crocker, Edward Marshall 
and Wilder G. Penfield. G. H. Crock- 
«: and Mr. Penfield are in a hospital 
with fractured skulls. Charles 
Crocker and Mr. Marshall are unin- 
jured. 

Reports received here say that Mrs. 
Hilton, Daniel Sargent and T. W. 
Culbertson were seen aboard a 
French trawler. It is feared, accord- 
ing to the same reports, that Miss 
Hilton was drowned when a lifeboat 
capsized. As to the cause of the dis- 
aster, Marshall, a newspaper corre- 
spondent, said: “I have no doubt the 
eteamer was torpedoed.” 

Charles Crocker said that Miss Eliza- 
beth Baldwin was killed by the expilesion 
which partly wrecked the steamship. 
Crecker said that his cousin, D. H. 
Crocker, and Miss Baldwin, were stand- 
ing at the bow leaning over the rail 
when the vessel was struck. Miss Baid- 
win was killed and D. H. Crocker bad- 
ly injured, Crocker stated.

ENGLISHMAN AND 
SUSSEXTORPEDOED 
SAY U.S. CONSULS 


WASHINGTON, March 2%.—The chan- 
nel steamer Sussex, damaged yesterday 
in the English Channel, and the British 
steamship Englishman, destroyed by an 
explosion, both carrying American citi- 
zens, were torpedoed, according to con- 


sular reports received by the State De- 
partment today. Flat statements tha: 
torpedoes were responsible were made 
in both cases, but the Consuls did not 
give the source of their information. 


Four Americans, employed as horse 
handlers, were aboard the Englishman. 
None was among the rescued landed at 
a British port. 

Coming at a time when the State De 
partment was awaiting the result of 
an investigation of the sinking of the 
Dutch liner Tubantia and considering 
affidavits regarding an alleged subma- 
rine attack upon the French ship Patria, 
the destruction of the Englishman and 
the damaging of the Sussex raised again 
the possibility of complications between 
the United States and the central Euro- 
pean Powers.

“*‘There’ll Be Neither Victors Nor 
Yanquished in This War,’’ 
Cries Herr Haase. 


WILD SCENE FOLLOWS 


Leader of Small Wing Predicts 
Bankruptcy for Europe in 
Keeping Up Conflict.

BERLIN, March 24. via <Amster- 
dam, March 25.—’’There will be nel!- 
ther victors nor vanquished in this 


war. We cannot bring our enemies 
to their knees any more than they 
can Germany. Europe is steering in 
the direction of utter impoverish- 
ment and bankruptcy. What sense is 
there in a continuation of the war?” 

With these words, Herr Haase, suc- 
wessor to Herr Bebel as chairman of 
the German Social Democratic party, 
but himself a member of a small mi- 
nority in the Reichstag,.created one 
of the wildest storms in that body to- 
day just tefore adjournment that the 
German National Parliament ever has 
geen. 

Free-for-All Fight Threatened. 

Herr Haase stole a march on his 
Own party, and not only took the 
House completely by surprise, but 
for the time it looked as if it would 
come to a free-for-all fight between 
a few Haase followers and a major- 
ity of the wing of Socialists who be- 
eame furious at the trick which they 
shouted Haase had played on them. 

An emergency budget had just been 
@ead. Scheidemann, leader of the 
majority wing of the Socialists, an- 
mounced that with reservation this 
could not be construed to have any 
bearing on the Socialists’ attitude to- 
ward the main budget. He declared 
that his party approved this special 
budget. 

Touching upon the censorship and 
the condition of martial law which 
had rubbed the fur of the Reichstag, 
including the Socialists, still more the 
wrong way, Herr Haase suddenly 
took up the question of war peace. 

“Because of the favorable military 
situation of the war,’’ Herr Haase 
said, “it would, a considerable time 
since, have been possible for the Gov- 
ernment to offer a hand in peace, 
thereby serving the will of the peo- 
ples of all countries, which are man- 
ifesting that desire more and more.” 
Then he continued by shouting: 

“There would ndt be victor nor 
vanquished, but only impoverisked 
bankrupt nations and peoples.” 

Bedlam broke loose as Herr Haase 
started to paint the military and eco- 
nomical situation in the blackest colors. 
Heine and Keit of his own party, shout- 
ed that he was talking without their ap- 
proval, and that the Socialist members 
of the Reichstag therefore had no right 
whatever to speak for them. Herr 
David, one of the principal Socialist 
leaders, shouted: 

“Our words tend toward a prolonga- 
tion of the war and serve the purpose 
of the enemy.”’ 


Ie Called a Coward. 

Sacse, another Socialist leader, 
clared to Haase: 

“You coward, you did not have the 
courage to give your views in party con- 
ference. It is a contemtible trick.”’ 

Members of his own party pressed 
forward to the speaker, and, with the 
shouting, wild. gesticulations, waving | 
arms and infuriated cries, it had ap- 
pearance at times as if they were about 
to rush Haase off his feat. Hisses came 
from the rest of the house. Through it 
all the President's bell kept sounding 
for order. 

Herr Haase finally succeeded in mak- 
ing himself heard again, but he did not 
get far. 

“You don’t want to hear the truth,” 
he cried. ‘‘That long ago it was dem- 
orstrated the war was a great miscalcu- 
lation is not disputed by the capitalists 
of any of the countries. 

“One could assume that only complete 
fools and conscienceless persons would 
strive for world dominion.” 

President Kempf declared Haase out 

of order and asked the house to decide 
whether he should be given permission 
to continue. The house overwhelmingly 
voted that the privilege of the floor ve 
withdrawn. 


Mintster Expresses Regret. 
Herr Helfferich, the only Minister 
present, took the floor. 
'“T can only express my deepest regret 
and strong resentment before the house 

and the German people that a man who 
is represefitative of the German people 
can utter words which in this grave 
hour can have no other effect than to 
strengthen the heart and backbone of 
our enemies,’ he declared. “If there is 
anyone today, after all of the heavy bur- 
dens, but also after all of the big suc- 
cesses and victories we have achieved 
in the field, who contends that the Ger- 
man people lack confidence that we will 
be victorious, there is nothing strong 
enough in which such person can be 
characterized. 

“If you want to know how the German 
people think about it, ask those whoo 
have just subscribed to the 10,600,000 
mark ($2,650,000) wdr loan, who include 
many workmen and small savers. The 
German people show thereby that the 
views and sentiment of Heer Haase are 
not their views or sentiments." 

Hierr Scheiamann, one of the principal 
leaders of the majority Socialists, after 
saying that the debate on the main

TO HAVE 
PLEAD GUILTY 


Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, March 25.—The family 


of Dr. Arthur Warren Waite has de- 
cided that no defense is possible on the 
facts alleged by the State in the poison 
ing of John E. Peck, wealthy father-in- 
law, of Grand Rapids, Mich., who died 


of arsenic poisoning when a guest in 


the Waite home. 

Admitting that they considered the evi- 
dence of his guilt too conclusive to 
question, they agreed to employ n9 
counsel to contest the facts for Dr. 
Waite, but decided to appeal to District 
Attorney Swann to accept a second-de- 
gree plea and save him from the electric 
chair. 

Frank Waite left this conference and 
as representative of his family, hurried 
to the offices of Walter Drew, counsel 
for Miss Catherine A. Peck. He begged 
the lawyer to assume charge of Dr. 
Waite’s case and do “what there is left 
to be done to save Arthur.”’ 

Result of Conferences. 

Drew agreed with Waite and_ the 
Waite family that all action must be 
based upon a full and frank confession 
by Dr. Waite. This confession, Waite 
assured Drew he would have no diffi- 
culty in getting from his brother as 
e00n as he was in physical condition 
to make it. With the understanding 
that this confession was an essential. 
the results of this and other confer- 
ences held during the day were: 

That an appeal will be made to Dis- 
trict Attorney Swann to accept a plea of 
second-degree. murder. This will be 
predicated on the ground that Dr. Waite 
is of defective and abnormal mentality, 
his youth and extenuating circumstances. 

That every members of the Peck fam- 
ily will be urged to unfte in presenting 
to Swann a plea for clemency to this 
extent. 

That Miss Catherine A. Peck will con- 
sent to finance the employment of rep- 


not forsake or abandon the Fatherland 
in its hour of need.”’ 

This declaration was received with 
great applause by the entire house ex- 
cept the corner of the minority Social- 
ists. 

Herr Haase again got to his feet and 
tried to defend himself against Herr 
Helfferich’s utterance.

Should District Attorney Swann be de- 
termined to demand the death penalty, 
counsel will be engaged to present a 
modification of an insanity or defective 
mentality defense, with the sole view of 
caving the defendant from death. 

Drew said the Morrison letters con- 
vinced him that Dr. Waite is mentally 
defective. 

‘It is inconceivable to me,” he con- 
tinued, ‘‘that any intelligent man—and 
Dr. Waite is intelligent—could have writ- 
ten to a reputable attorney asking him 
how the estate of Mr. Peck was to be 
divided and telling him in effect that 
Mr. Peck’s death would occur shortly, 
unless there was some material defect 
in his mind.”’ 

Singer Makes Statement. 

From statements made by Mrs. 
Margaret Horton, a singer, Assistant 
District Attorney John fT. Dooling 
declared tonight that the authorities 
had reason to believe Waite had de- 
signs on the lives of at least four 
persons. 

Mrs. Horton, according to Mr. Dool- 
ing, admitted that she shared a 
“studio” with Waite at a hotel here, 
and that Waite registered with her 
as “Dr. and Mrs. A. W. Walters.” 

Mrs. Horton, who was subjected to 
an all-day examination, was said by 
Dooling to have stated that she be- 
lieved Waite planned to kill her and 
her husband. 

“Mrs. Horton,” continued Dooling, 
“has reason to believe, according to 
her statement, that Waite was try- 
ing to persuade her to take some 
kind of medicine.”’ Mr. Dooling added 
that Mrs. Horton was with Waite 
when he made purchases “the nature 
of which cannot now be _ divulged.” 
Mrs. Horton also told him. he said, 
that Waite believed her to be 
wealthy, and had questioned her re- 
garding the extent of her finances. 

Mrs. Horton was accompanied to 
the District Attorney's office by her 
husband. 

Married T'wo Years Ago. 

The Hortons were married Feb. if, 
1914, after a brief courtship. Horton 
had met her while in Cincinnati on busi- 
ness. They came here at once and lived 
in the Hotel McAlpin, then moved to 
the little flat in West Eleventh street. 

‘“T never knew anything about the 
sordid side of life until I came to New 
York,” she remarked in the course of 
her narrative. “I always believed i:mn- 
plicitly in everybody and in what they 
told me. 

“I went to the Berlitz School abot 
Feb. 8 as a private pupil to take up 
French, German and Italian. There I 
met Dr. Waite, who, I learned, had 
entered the school about the same time 
I did. Dr. Waite also was anxious to 
get extra practice in the languages. In 
this way we became acquainted. I 
found Dr. Waite spoke beautiful French 
and thought he would be. just the one 
to help me along. He took such a 
friendly interest in my work and seemed 
so open and trustworthy, that not a 
suspicion about him ever entered inv 
head until I learned the District Attor-

“DT. Waite and I went to restaurants 


| cca. to talk French, we danced tc- 


r freely, to the authorities and I 


| gether in the Hotel Plaza and we tovk 
walks together. I soon learned he was 
an accomplished pianist and he learned 
I was a singer. He suggested that ve 
engage a room in the Plaza and use it 
as a studio on afternoons when we had 
no other engagements. I readily agre-d 
to the plan. There was nothing wrong 
about it, and no thought of wrong in 
connection with it ever occurred to me. 
He said he would fit it up with a piano 
and books and pictures, and we could 
use it as a workshop, instead of havi 2 
to walk about the streets together. 

“We were never there at night Thers 
was no bed in the room. It was fitted 
up just as anv artist's studio in a hutel 
would be. We would go there for an 
hour or two in the afternoons, sone: 
times longer. It all depended on what 
engagements I had with my teachers. 
It was just a room to study and prac- 
tice in between classes.”’ 

Waite is tn the prison ward at 
Bellevue Hospital, where he was re- 
moved last night, after recovering 
from the effects of drugs that he 
took Tuesday. 

Horton did not know that the man 
with whom his wife was practicing 
languages and music was the Dr. Waite 
under arrest for the death of Mr. Peck 
until a reporter so informed him. 

“IT want to express my surprise,’’ Hur- 
ton said later, “that anv suspiciene 
should be raised in respect to Mrs.

MRS. WAITE WILL 
NOT AID HUSBAND 


GRAND RAPIDS, Mich., March 25.— 
Mrs. Arthur Waite, wife of the New 
York dentist, who has been charged 
with the murder of her father and 
mother, today issued the following 
formal signed statement: 

“I feel it my duty to the public to 
make the following statement. No 
previous statement said to have been 
made by me is authentic. I have 
given nothing whatever to the press. 
When I was informed of the serious 
charges against my husband, I was 
so shocked and amazed I could not 
believe them true. It seemed to me 
impossible that a man who had been 
so uniformly gentle and kind to me, 
and apparently so loyal, could be 
guilty of the crime with which he is 
charged.

CAMPAIGN BEGUN TO MAKE

Civic League Names Committee to 
Solicit Support for Bill to Be

Former Title Holder Expects 
Jess to Reign as King for 
Some Time to Come. 


MORAN IS.) OUTCLASSED 
Challenger Never Had Right in

NEW YORK, March 25.—Jess Willard 
is a real champion. He proved that be- 
yond any question tonight. I think he'll 
be the king of them all for a long time 
to come. It rill take a man a whole 
lot bigger than Frank Moran, and with a 
whole lot harder punch to put that pow- 
erful fellow away. 

Every minute of every one of the 10 
rounds was Jess’s. His cleverness 3n- 
abled him to block most of the vicious 
swings that the yellow-haired Irishman 
shot at him—and when one of them did 
land, Willard’s strength enabled him to 
take it with a laugh. 

Moran never had a chance with him. 
It was really a slaughter. I thought 
for a minute or two in the seventh 
round, when Jess was banging him «!)] 
over the ring—jab, jab, jab, and then 
uppercut, uppercut, uppercut—that Char- 
ley White, the referee, wouldn’t have 
made any mistake if he stopped it, as 
he had a right to do when one man was 
entirely outclassed. 

Outclassed is the only word for ft. 
Frank never had a right to be in the 
same ring with the champion. The on!y 
way he could possibly have figured tv 
win, before the fight, was by landing 
one of those wild swings of his. He did 
land a few of them, but they didn’t even 
annoy Jess. The champion proved thar 
he could take a good punching without 
it bothering him even a little bit. 


Moran Was Outclassed. , 


Willard is a big, clever fellow. He 
knows the tricks of the trade much bet- 
ter than I thought he did. I won't admit 
that he’s as clever as Jim Jeffries or 
Jim Corbett, but he makes the best 
showing of anybody outside of those two 
that I’ve seen in the ring in many a 
year. 

As a fight this ten-round beut at Madi- 
son Square Garden tonight didn’t 
amount to much. It was so one-sided 
that it was ridiculous. Willard just 
jabbed and cut Moran as he pleased

Moran is a clumsy, awkward fellow. 

not half so good as I thought he'd be 
from what I heard of him. I believe 
that several times during the last 
rounds Jess could have put him out. A 
good smash to the solar plexus, the 
kind that I handed to Jim Corbett, 
would have done the trick and knocked 
Moran cold, if Willard was only a little 
more aggressive. 
That is the chief fault I find with 
him. He doesn’t hit as hard as he can. 
He simply plays with his man. He's 
too good-natured and laughs too much. 
It would have been merciful for him 
to have put Moran away in the seventh 
round, when he had him staggering 
and holding on. I'd have done it, if 
I'd been in there.

While this wasn’t a great fight, it 
was a great occasion for the sport of 
boxing. I never saw a better looking 
crowd, nor a bigger crowd at an indoor 
contest. I met all sorts of friends 
from Charley Schwab, the steel magnate, 
to fellows I'd boxed with and trained 
with in all parts of the world. And the 
crowd gave us a fine reception when 
the bunch of us old fellows—Sullivan, 
Corbett, Kid McCoy and myself, got in- 
to the ring. 

A couple of days ago I put myself on 
record by predicting that Willard would 
win easily. When I saw the men strip 
for action tonight I felt that 1 was right 
Jess looked great. He wasn't trained 
down as fine as he might be, maybe, 
but he was in grand shape and looked 
a champion all over. Everybody could 
see he was full of confidence. Moran 
looked rather fat to me. although I was 
told he was a little under his usual 
weight. He looked nervous and almost 
frightened as he sat waiting for the bell. 
His face was white and he didn't look 
like a man who had much hope of win- 
ning. 

The first round hadn't been going for 
a& minute when I said to the people 
around me, “Nothing to it but ./il- 
lard.’ The champion started out wita

ver, unable to send a delegate, was 
represented by proxy. The 
cities represented were New 
Cincinnati, St. Paul, Racine, 
Hartford, Conn., Worcester, 
Peoria, lll, Springfield, IIl., 
Louis.

GASOLINE AUTO 
I) KEPT COOL 


By WELLIAM H,. STEWART, Jr., 
President Stewart Automobile Schoel 
There are twu ways of cooling the 


gasoline type motor. One is by alr; 
ithe other is by water. Each eniploys 
different methods. For instance, the air- 
cooled type motor may use the forced 


nir system whereby the air is d:awn 
through jackets about the cylinder or 
the ordinary system as employe on 
the motor cycle, whereby the cooling ef- 
fort depends upon the forward mo- 
mentum of ihe vehicle. In water-cooled 
motors there are two methods empluyed 
also, namely, the thermo-siphon svstem 
and the force-feed system, wherein a 
pump is empioyed to impel circulation. 
Each is used extensively to advantage. 

Gefore discussing in detail the methods 
used it seems best to give some explana- 
tion as to why cooling is necesfary. 
The efficiency of a gas engine depends 
upon the number of heat units con- 
verted into useful work. When a charge 
of gas is drawn into the cylinder and 
compressed by the upward stroke of 
piston it is ready for the spark. When 
ignition takes »lace the charge burns 
very rapidly and the resulting expansion 
forces the piston outward, effecting the 
power stroke. Considering that several 
hundred or more of these explosions 
must take place within the cylinder each 
minute one may readily appreciate the 
necessity for the cooling system. If 
some method of cooling were not em- 
ployed lubrication of the parts would 
be impossible. The piston and sings 
would seize within the cylinder and 
acore the walls. Likewise, bearings 
would burn out. Even though the bes. 
grade of lubricating oil were emcloyed 
this seizure cf the metals could not be 
prevented. :

fore the necessity arises for a well de- 
signed covling system which will not 
rermit the motor to become overheated 
nor absorb too much heat, thereby de- 
tracting power. 

A well designed cooling system main- 
tains the water at a point just below 
that of boiling. If the water were per- 
mitted to boil much would be lost by 
evaporation and trouble result. Liko- 
wise in the air cooled type motor effi- 
clent cooling must be maintained tos 
prevent the burning of the lubricant 
and warpage of the valves, due to ex- 
cessive heat, etc. 

While the air cooled type has some 
advantages over the water cooled type, 
nevertheless it has not beén universally 
adopted. Simplicity of construction and 
less weight are advantageous. Also in 
zero weather there is no possibility of 
freezing. The latest method of air coo!- 
ing is to force the air by means of a 
fan or fly wheel through an air jacket 
about the cylinder. This system has 
proved very efficient, especially where 
the motor has the auxiliary exhaust 
valves. 

In water cooled types of engines there 
are two systems used to obtain the 
cooling effect of the water, namely, 
the thermo-siphon system and the force 
pump system. In the thermo-siphon 
system the circulation of the water 
depends upon the heated water about 
the cylinders rising and the cool wate’ 
coming in to take its place. In this 
system the radiator and all connection 
p’pes are of liberal size, decreasing is 
much as possible the resistance to the 
flow of water. 

In the force pump system the water is 
circulated in and about the cylinders by

means of a pump. This pump is driven 
by the engine and its speed varies with 
the engine. Thus the circulation of the 
water is controlled in a way by the 
motor, and/the troubles resulting from 
its uSe are purely mechanical. Quite 
often dirt or other foreign matter will 
lodge in the pump, causing a broken 
pump blade or tooth, or perhaps wedg- 
ing the pump and causing a broken 
pump shaft. In such an instance every- 
thing appears in good order, but the cir- 
culation of the water is practically 
blocked and a hot engine is the result. 
However, it is not difficult to lecate 
trouble in the water pump. : 

As the water enters the pump from 
the base of the radiator and is from 
there forced into the cylinders, one can 
easily remove the connection just be- 
yond the pump and observe the flow of 
water. Of course, when the engine is 
started additional water must be fed to 
the radiator. This test will plainly show 
the efficiency of the pump. Should the 
pump work properly and should all the 
hose be in order, then the obstruction 
Iwill be undoubtedly be found in the ra- 
diator. 

Let us revert to the drawing for a 
brief explanation of how the cooling 
system works. 

The water must circulate from radia- 
tor A through manifold B and cylinder 
casting C. As the water becomes heateu, 
due to the successive explosions within 
the cylinder, it becomes lighter and rises, 
passing through manifold D back to 
the top of the radiator. As soon as the 
heated water enters the radiator it is 
spread out into thin sheets and cooled. 
In this manner a natural heated water 
takes place, namely, as the heated water 
rises cool water comes in to take its 
place. This is called the thermo-siphon 
or gravity system. 

The air in fan E is installed just back 
of the radiator and is driven by the belt 
F. The object if this fan is to create 
a rush of air. through the radiator, 
thereby cooling the water very quickly. 
Likewise a constant circulation of air ‘s 
maintained over the cylinder block. 

Two sections of the radiator are 
shown to illustrate how the water passes 
through. At K will be noted very smal! 
water passages which practically spread 
the water into sheets. At points M will 
be noted the air passages. Likewise at 
L is shown a section of the tubular type 
radiator wherein the water passes 
through small tubes. There are numer- 
ous radiating fins described at N which 
carry off the heat from the tubes. The 
rush of air passes these fins and be- 
tween the tubes, effecting the cooling. 

At this point it is well to note how 
readily the water of the radiator may 
freeze, since it is spread out into thin 
sheets in order to obtain a quick cool- 
ing effect. With this great exposed 
area the water is very soon frozen at 
low temperatures. In freezing water 
expands, tnereby causing leaks in the 
radiator. If the temperature is low 
enough to freeze the water in the cyl- 
inder jacket the same will expand and 
crack the casting. 

At H, I and J are shown a water 
pump which is ineorporated in the 
forced feed circulating system. This 
pump is attached tn circuit with mani- 
fold B and is mechanically driven by the 
motor. One of the gears, 1, is positively 
driven, which in turn draws the water 
through the water inlet H and forces it 
out through J into the cyJinder casting. 
Roth systems are universally used, it 
being a question of opinion among en- 
gineers as to which is the better method 
of cooling. 

The thermo siphon system undvuoubt- 
edly nas many exceilent features and 
is being used to a very great extent at 
present. As stated previously, the ga; 
engine to be most éfficient mut be 
maintained at as normal] a temperature 
as possible under all working condi. 
tions. In the thermo siphon system the 
water circulates rapidly as conditions 
require. Thar is to say, if the motor 
is forced to work hard, under eae ful: 
throttle, and perhaps retarded spark 
such as in climbing hilis, etc., the water 
will circulate in a manner to mee’ this 
condition of running. Where the water 


pump is employed the circulatior of | 
water depends entirely upon the speed 
of the pump, which, in turn, depencs 
upon the speed of the motor. 

Referring zo the drawing showing a 
cross section of the cylinder one may 
note how the water enters at point 
and passes around through water jacket 
G@ and out again at point P. 

In this manner the cylinder is main- 
tained at a norma) temperature. 


to maintaining the cooling system in 
proper working order. Occasionally che 
hose connections need replacing. While 
these may appear intact from the out- 
side, nevertheless corrusion takes place 
cn the inside, and quite often these hose 
connections close up and prevent proper 
circulation. Likewise an obstruction 
reray get into the pump and cause the 
impelling gear to shear on the driving 
shaft. In such a case the pump would 


A few points should be given relative 


apparently be working, but the gears 


would not be rotating. This would ro- 
sult in blocking the circulation. 

Then, again, the radiator at times 
needs attention. The water passages 
Ix and L are very small and when sedi- 
ment or other foreign matter closes thess 
passages considerable radiating area 
may be lost, which would cause over- 
heating. Likewise, these water passages 
tecome coated with scale, which pre- 
vents proper radiation. In such an event, 
.t is necessary to thoroughly clean tae 


radiator with an alkali solution in order 
to remove this scale. Ordinarily, how- 
ever, little attention is needed by the 
cooling system. The radiator should rt- 
ways be kept full at filler cap T, and it 
is advisable to use clean soft water. 
Water containing minerals will set up a 
scale deposit with the radiator and wa- 
ter jackets. In a short time this mineral! 
deposit will become great enough to In- 
duce serlous overheating.

Board of Equalization Also Hears 
Arguments in Regard to 
Bank Funds. 


DISCUSSION IS VIGOROUS 


risk. Firms Deny That Method 
of Reporting Assets 
Is Illegal. 


. The Board of Equalization heard argu- 
ments yesterday on the exemption of 
bank and insurance company funds on 
deposit in the Federal reserve banks 
or in other banks out of the State, and 
on other items of exemption asked by 
these companies. The questions were 
taken under advisement, it was an- 
nounced by Assessor Schramm after an 
executive session. 

The banks and trust companies have 
about $1,500,000 deposited out of the 
State or in the Federal reserve bank, 
on which the tax would be about $34,500, 
if it is held such funds are not exempt. 

A vigorous discussion was heard by 
the board over the question of exempt- 
ing the reserve funds which insurance 
companies are required by law to main- 
tain for the protection of policy hold- 
ers, District Assessor John H. Bohle 
represented the city’s side in the dis- 
cussion, and declared that the insur- 
ance companies have tried to exempt 
taxable assets fhat are not really in- 
cluded in the reserve funds. This is 
done, Bohle said, by first eliminating in 
their affidavits to the Assessor, all as- 
gets that are non-taxable under the law, 
even though some of these assets con- 
stitute part of the reserve fund. The 
companies then claim full exemption 
for the amount of their reserves, which, 
in effect, means that some of the assets 
rot involved in the reserve funds would 
escape taxation. 

Attorneys and officia:s of several in- 
surance companies contended they were 
permitted by the law to practice this 
method of reporting taxation, and as- 
serted that no taxable property escaped 
the Assessor because !{t could not be de- 
termined what assets represent the re- 
serve funds and hich the surplus. It 
is customary to invest insurance com- 
pany money in Government bonds and 
corporation stocks that are exempt from 
taxation by law, they said, but there 
is no attempt made to segregate the re- 
serve and surplus funds in making such 
investments, 

Former Circuit Judge George H. Wil- 
liams and Xenophon P. Wilfley repre- 
sented the banks.

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LEWIS REINSTATED; 4 MORE _|[IT 
IN MEDICAL SOCIETY QUIT] 


Phys‘cian’s Vindication on Unethical Conduct 
Charge Brings New Withdrawals, 
Which Now Total 21. 


The St. Louis Medical Society, at 2 
meeting last night attended by about 109 
members, passed a resolution vindicat- 
ing Dr. Bransford Lewis, in regard to 
the charge of unethical conduct made 
against him by the society’s board of 
censors, and reinstating him in member- 
ship. 

As the result of this action, four more 
physicians added their names to the list 
of resignations from membership in the 
society, bringing the total resignations 
up to 21. Seventeen presented their res- 
ignations a week ago last night, because 
of the action favorable to Dr. Lewis, 
taken at a special meeting tle night be- 
fore. 

It was voted to lay over the 21 resig. 
nations, and to consider them at a spe- 
cial meeting which is to be called br 
the president of the society, Dr. L. C. 
Boisliniere. A referendum vote of the 
entire membership, on the acceptance of 
these resignations, is to be taken in the 
meantime. 

Those who presented their resigna- 
tions last night were Drs. Joseph Grind- 
on, C. E. Burford, R. Emmett Kane. 
and Walter Baumgarten, the last named 
being vice president. Those who pre- 
sented their resignations a week agu 
last night were Drs. R. M. Funkhouser, 
Frank A. Glasgow, Charles W. Tooker. 
David E. Schmalhorst, D. D. Garstang, 
Wililam Kerwin, E. P. Buddy, P. J 
Farmer, George Richter, Emmett P.

The charge of unethical conduct was 
based on the publication in a St. Louis 
newspaper last November of a part of 
a paper read by Dr. Lewis at a medical 
convention in Lexington, Ky. The pa- 
per told of experiments with a new an- 
esthetic. The matter appeared under a 
date line, but it was alleged that Dr. 
Lewis furnished a copy of his paper to 
the St. Louis newspaper before goinz 
to Lexington, and that the matter was 
not given out officially by those in 
charge of the meeting. If it had been 
so given out, there would have been 
no objection to its publication. 

The board of censors of the St. Louis 
Medical Society sustained the charges, 
and Dr. Lewis appealed to the society. 
At a special meeting Friday night, 
March 17. the vote was in his favor, 
but at the regular meeting the follow- 
ing night, when the 17 resignations were 
presented, it was voted to reconsider 
the action of the special meeting. 

The resolution passed last night state 
that counsel had advised the soci-ty 
that the action at the second meeting 
was illegal. Therefore, it was resolved 
that that action be ‘‘rescinded and held 
as naught,”’ and that the president and 
secretary be directed to advise Dr. Lew- 
is of the fact. This action leaves un- 
changed the vote at the meetin: of 
March 17, which was in Dr. Lewis’ favor 
and which rejected the action of the 
Board of Censors. 


ARCHBISHOP WILL 
LAY CORNER STONE 
OF CrURGH TODAY 


New Edifice of the Holy Name 
Parish Will Have a Tower 
170 Feet High. 


The corner stone of the new Cath- 
olic Church of the Holy 
erected at Grand avenue and Emily 


street, will be laid at 3 o'clock 
afternoon by Archbishop Glennon. 
Archbishop's escorts will be the 
Daniel J. Lavery and the Rev. Jo- 
seph Wentker. The sermon will be 
preached by the Rey. Patrick J. Doo- 
ley, pastor of St. Bridget’s Church. 
The church will cost, including the 
ground, about $85,000. The building 
will be 70 feet wide and 141 feet long, 
with a seating capacity of 900. 
It is of the modern Romanesque style 
of architecture and was designed by 
James S. Lee, architect. The walls 
will be of variegated brick of dark 
tones, with buff terra cotta orna- 
mentation. The interior will be fin- 
ished with brick ang terra cotta, 
practically avoiding the use of plas- 
ter and wood, and making the build- 
ing ‘virtually fireproof. 
The campanile tower, crowned by 
its belfry and observatory of highly 
ornamental terra cotta, will be 170 
feet high. A striking feature of the 
auditorium will be 10 targe nave col- 
umns, with highly polished marb'‘e 
shafts with bases and foliated Corin- 
thian capitols of cream terra cotta. 
The church will be heated by steam 
and will be equipped with the most 
modern systems of lighting and ven- 
tilation. The building will be con- 
nected with the adjoining three- 
story parochial residence by a clois- 
tered gallery.

“Five German officers and 115 men 
were picked up and taken prisoners out 
of a total complement believed to have 
been over 300. The British losses amount- 
ed to five officers and 69 men. 

“It should be noted that during the 
whole engagement the enemy fired over 
ine Norwegian colors painted on the side 
of the ship. 

“This news ts now published as {It {s 
made clear by the receipt of a German 
wireless message that the enemy has 
learned that the Greif, a similar ship to 
tne Moewe, had been destroved before 
she succeeded in passing our line of pa- 
trols.” 

When the Greif met the Alcantara and 
saw herself to be in a tight hole, she 
turned eastward, proceeding toward 
home in a leisurely manner s9 as not 
to attract too much attention whan she 
sailed the Alcantara. 

Carried Norwegian Colors. 

The two ships lay almost side by side 
while the captain of the British sream- 
er inquired by megaphone fw. partic- 
uiars of the strange vessel, which, ae- 
cording to the official report, had the 
Norwegian colors painted on her sides 
but which flew no flag. The inquiries 
from the Alcantara were answered in 
perfect Norwegian, but the actions of 
the raider aroused the suspicions of the 
British auxiliary. 

She was lowering a boat to send a 
searching party aboard when the Ger- 
rans opened fire The action de- 
scribed as one of the hottest of the war, 
recalling duels between eveily 
frigates in the days before ‘ie time of 
ironclads. According to the Huitish ac- 
count, the German raider was put out of 
action by a few broadsides. 

The Greif sank after 12 minutes. She 
was followed to the bottom a few min- 
utes later by her victorious adversary, 
which evidently fell victim to a torpeda 
launched from the Greif’s tule a mc ment 
before the raider disappeared.

Sanitation, Seasonable Feed and 
Other Suggestions for the | 
small Grower of Poultry.

Now that the frost is out .1 the 
ground, the yards and runs should ve 
thoroughly spaded and sown thickly tu 
oats. No matter how small the run is, 
it should be divided into two parts. , 
adopting this plan green feed can De 
kept growing throughout the entire 
season. Green feed of some sort is . vL- 
sOlutely essential, as ig also a contin: 
ual stirring of the soil. Fresh air ind 
sunshine are nature's disinfectants. So! 
that is allow. to vecome packed quic..- 
ly becomes germ infected, and is a 

continual menace to the health of 
flock. Turn it up so that the sun and 
air can get -: it. 


With tne coming of the first warm 
days of spring, lice ana mites, the pou:- 
tryman’s perennial enemics, take on a 
new lease of life. Special precautio::s 
should be taken to keep. them from 
gaining a fvothold. Keep the premises 
scrupulously clean. The droppings 
should be cleaned out at least every 
other day, and the roosts painted once 
a week with a mixture of kerosene ani 
crude carbolic acid, one pint of crude 
carbolic acid to one gallon of kerosene. 
Then thoroughly whitewash the interior 
of the house, making sure that it pene- 
trates ever.’ crack and crevice, nu a 
louse or mite will be a rare sight.

They should 
also receive more green food and ess 
meat than during the winter months.

An abundant supply of fresh, pure w2- 
-~- becomes increasingly important as 
the weather grows warmer. Care should 
be taken to place the water dish where 
the sun cannot shine on it, and also 


where dirt and litter cannot be 
scratched into it. The dish should be 
scalded at least once a week. 

Do not think that because the weath- 
er is mild it is no longer_necessary to 
keep the hens busy. The hen is aat- 
urally an active bird, and when kept 
under intensive conditions she must ve 
compelled to ex@rcise every day in the 
year. All of th& grain fed should be 
thrown in a deep \litter and worked in 
with a fork, so that it will be no easy 
ta: for the flock to dig it out. 

A few tame sunflowers should also be 
found, even in the crowded plant of ihe 
back lotter. They grow very rapidly in 
rich or well fertilized soil. and furnish 
splendid shade during the hottest part 
of the summer. At the same time they 
are maturing seed which will form a 
welcome addition to the fa ration, and 
which costs real money at the supply 
house. Sunflowers should be planted 
early, thinned out to at least one foot 
apart, and protected from the chick- 
ens until they are two feet high.

Laying Ration Used 
by Eastern Experts 


The Afth annu:l egg-laying contest is 
in progress at the Connecticut Experi- 
rent Station, where is conducted a poul- 


try department of high standard. The 
laying ration that is being fed to the 
hens in the contest is of interest. The 
dry mash is made up of 100 pounds bran, 
100 pounds corn meal, 100 pounds ground 
oats, 100 flour middiings, 50 pounds fish 
scrap and 530 pounds beef scrap. The 
grain ration is made up of equal parts 
of wheat and cracked corn. 

In the first '-ying contects conducted 
at this station an automatic feeder for 
the grain was used, which was kept 
open nearly all day, depending some- 
what on the weather conditions ani 
also on the season. The hoppers gave 
fair satisfaction, but the officials finaly 
decided to replace them with an at- 
tendant, who gives his full time to the 
birds. This attendant, who is an ex- 
perienced man, is able to keep in close 
touch with the birds and give them his 
personal attention, and this has brought 
better results than the hopper system. 

The principal feed is given about 4 
o'clock in the afternoon during the 
greater part of the year. In the win- 
ter one or more light feeds are given .n 
the morning to induce exercise. Drv 
mash is kept before the birds at all 
times, in earthenware vessels. which 
are supplied «ith a wire grate to keep 
the feed from being wasted by the birds. 
The meat elements in the dry mash in- 
clude both fish and beef scraps as given 
in the formula. If either is omitted the 
other is doubled. 

Grit. shell and charcoal are supplied 
freely in rectangular boxes with threes 
compartments. Each compartment con- 
tains about a quart. Green food during 
the winter consists principally of man- 
gel beets fed daily. In summer the birds 
have grass runs. Rape and Swiss chard 
are grown to supplement the summer 
monthly supply of natura! green food.

He said he found that the es re- 
maining piece of property, that at 1113 
St. Ange avenue, was so far in arrears 
for taxes that, if sold, it would bring 
not much more than $150.

$700 and a milk bill of $200, and a consid- 
erable amount of unpaid bills.

The hospital ° ‘occasionally had a char- 
ity patient,’ Dr. Stoffel said, For many 
years, he declared, it was a one-man 
institution, run entirely by Dr. Lutz, 
who performed all the operations. All 
United Railways accident cases within 
a mile of the hospital were taken there. 
A considérable number of patients were 
sent to the hospital by the United Rail- 
ways Co. 

The members of the board, besides 
Dr. Lutz, Harrison and Dr. Stoffel, 
were J. A. Hamilton and Joseph Paule. 

The property bequeathed by Miss 
Heitkamp, and which the records of the 
Recorder's office show has been sold, 
consisted of two lots on Maffit avenue, 
sold in 1912 to Mary Maloney for $4000; 
1011 Market street, sold in 1914 to John P. 
Hermann for $7272.72, and 3147 Locust 
street, sold in 1911 to the Welfare Real- 
ty Co., the deed containing a nominal 
consideration of $10. All the deeds were 
made in the name of the Josephine Hos- 
pital Cerporation, and signed by Dr. 
Laitz as president, but instead of bear- 
ing the seal of that corporation, they 
tore a seal reading, ‘‘Training Scheol 
for Nurses, senephine Hospital, Incor- 
porated 1896."’ 

Realty Company’s Statement. 

The John P. Herrmann Jr. Real Es- 
tate Co., which acted as the hospital's 
agent in the rental and sale of the dif- 
ferent properties for the hospital, made 
a statement yesterday, calling attention 
to the responsibility of the trustees, and 
particularly of the secretary and treas- 
urer. 

“When the Board of Trustees, or its 
secretary and treasurer, failed to receive 
our monthly statements, with check for 
rents collected,” the Herrmann state- 
ment says, “they had ample evidence 
that this company was no longer col- 
lecting the rents, and that the proper- 
tiles had either been placed in the hands 
ef another agent, disposed of, or sold.

doubtful if anyone now living 
can reeall in his lifetime an 
era as good. The three great barometers of economic 
conditions—agriculture, steel and railroads—-have never 
given so joyous a reading. 

With the smoke pouring from thousands of factories 
in the Kast, some of them employing three eight-hour 
shifts of men every 24 hours, the iron, copper and zinc 
mines operating to their greatest capacity, machine 
shops everywhere hustling on hurry-up orders, the rail- 
roads congested with miles and miles of heavily loaded 
freight cars, waiting in some cases weeks for over- 
burdened terminals to unload them, orders for hun- 
dreds of new locomotives and thousands of cars yet 
unplaced, the steel mills and foundries illuminating the 
skies at night with the glare of their furnaces, no bread 
line. for the first time in years in the large cities, loud 
calls for more laborers, the automobile concerns busy 
as never before, cotton selling again at profitable prices, 
wheat up around $1.17 and cern at 74c—can you not 
realize what all this tremendous activity means in 
wages and dividends to the nation at large? 

It is worth while to recall how this happy condition 
has arrived since the start of the European war nearly 
21 months ago. For the moment, mentally picture 
what happened in August, 1914. Simultaneously with 
the closing of all the stoek exchanges in the country— 
and this meant 30,000 idle clerks and stenographers in 
and around Wall Street alone industry got a bad case 
of the blues. No one knew but that a tremendous 
panic was brewing—or at least a long period of busi- 
ness depression. Factories began to curtail their pro- 
ductions and many put their help on half time or re- 
duced the number of their employes materially. Banks 
became timid in making 


Factories everywhere working at full capacity to turn out orders, railroads are 
unable to get enough cars to move freight, labor is at a premium, and all rec- 
ords in prices and volume of business are being smashed, bringing good times 
to all classes, from the capitalist to the newsboy 
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engravers. In anticipation of trade both pasteboard 
and wood boxes had to be ordered. More teamsters 
had to be hired. Multiply the increased volume of a 
single business like the one named by hundreds and 
hundreds of others, and scatter them all over the in- 
dustrial United States, and you will get an idea of the 
ramifications prosperity produces. This is what real- 
ly happened on a tremendous scale. Prosperity had 
now become like a snowball rolling down hill, growing 
in volume and enfolding new lines of business in its in- 
creasing bulk as it sped onward. 

People who before had had no money for luxuries 
found that they could afford occasional amusements. 
Dimes flowed faster into the windows of the moving 
picture houses. Children had more pennies to help 
along the. man at the corner candy store. Men whc 
formerly could not afford it again resumed their daily 
custom of buying a paper from the newsboy on the 
street. Thus, from the factory owner, through all 
lines of business down to the little newspaper vender, 
good times returned for all. 

By no means can this tremendous prosperity be at- 
tributed to the war orders alone. Its foundation lies 
in the unusually large crops in the United States in 
the years 1913 and 1914. With the exception of the 
cotton crop, not only were the yields far above normal 
but products of all kinds commanded extraordinary 
prices. Agriculture being the principal economic foun- 
dation of the United States this meant that the persons 
engaged in agriculture, forestry and animal husbandry, 
of whom there are about 13,000,000 in the country to 
day, had more money to spend, and the more money 


car shortage in the United 
States and Canada on March 
1 was 20,551 cags. Inei- 
dentally, this is the first 
shortage on record in two 
years and a half.” Railroads 
in both the East and West 

are choked with freight, es- 
pecially in the Kast, where mile after mile of filled 
cars are standing in the yards. One big Eastern road 
recently refused to accept any more freight until it 
could dispose of what it had. 

To state the case in another form, there were in the 
United States a year ago 321,724 idle railroad ears, 
enough to make a merchandise train 3000 miles long. 
These cars now are all bulging with merchandise and 
if the railroads had the additional 20,551 cars de- 
manded, the train would be 200 miles longer. 

As a result of the car congestion in the Bast, there 
are thousands of bushels of corn lying on the ground 
near railroad stations in Kansas, waiting to be moved 
to market. When the car shortage developed last fall, 
many farmers did not husk their corn, but allowed it 
to stand in the fields. Almost anywhere in Kansas 
now can be seen men in the fields husking corn, the 
railroads recently having made strenuous efforts to 
move the grain, with some success. 

The shortage is said to have been more severe on the 
farmers this winter than for many years. Starting in 
the. middle of the wheat movement, it resulted in there 
being in Kansas now thousands of bushels of wheat 
that has not been threshed because the farmers knew 
they could not get cars to ship it. 

C. W. Nelson, vice president in charge of operation 
of the Cotton Belt Railroad, declared recently that lum- 
ber mills along his road were receiving only about one- 
half the necessary number of freight cars and he pre- 
dicted a rise in lumber prices as a result of this condi- 
tion. 

The lack of transportation facilities is felt not onlv 
in domestic commerce, but 
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loans. For a time capital 
and labor was in some- 
thing like a funk.

The 
one on the end goes to 
the limit of ups and 
downs, business depres 
sion or business  pros- 
perity, while the one in 
the center gets only a 
little of the oscillation. 
So, the same way, the re 
turn of good times was 
first and most. easily 
noted in the Eastern man- 
ufacturing and financial 
centers. Then it came 
west ward. 

The start of the whole 
thing, virtually, came with the war orders. It was like 
a stone thrown into a still pond. The first ripples 
were of narrow compass but they began widening and 
widening, extending first to kindred trades and then 
gradually touching almost every phase of business life. 
No industry is complete within itself. 

New factories all over the East were built to care 
for the war orders which those already in operation 
were unable to handle, or to make the machinery which 
the new plants needed. Enter, then, the carpenter, 
the steel worker, the mason, the electrician, the plum- 
ber, the painter, the glazier, the common laborer— 
every member of the allied trades. Dealers in building 
materials suddenly found their business growing more 
brisk; money was becoming more plentiful. Allied 
industries, such as the makers of electrical supplies, 
felt the impulse. Then there was demand for more 
bookkeepers, stenographers, shipping clerks and the 
clerical help a new or rapidly expanding business re- 
quires. 

All these men, many of whom had previously been 
idle, soon returned to normal modes of living, and 
thus homes were reestablisbed, and property owners 
reaped increased rentals. Wages of the new workers 
were placed in circulation among merchants—clothiers, 
grocers, butchers, shoe dealers. Clothing men, sudden- 
ly finding sales on the incline were enabled to lay in 
additional stocks from the wholesaler; he made his 
demands om the textile industry and that, in turn, 
passed the benefits on to the original source of supply, 
the farmer and wool and cotton growers. Much the 
game process was followed in other lines. Originating 
with the wage earner who had wages to spend, money 
was passed along from the eltimate consumer to the 
producer. The genera) revival of business im industry 
after industry meant moch more than the putting at 
work of additional men t factories. It would be an 
almost endless job to name al! the spheres of activity 
which were.quickened when any Hoe of manufacturing 
speeded up.

they have to put into circulation, the more work it 
means for factories and producers in other lines. There 
fore, prosperity would have come even if there had been 
no war. The outbreak in Europe and its resultant 
benefits to American business men, provided merely 
an impetus. 

When the real revival began the railroads were un- 
prepared. They first increased the number of their 
employes in all departments—in some cases by thou- 
sands—and then discovered that they were without 
adequate equipment. This meant the placing of orders 
for more rolling stock, and general prosperity in those 
kindred branches of manufacture. 

Increased business for the railroads has resulted in 
increased dividends, and these have added the holders 
of stocks to the army of persons who have more money 
to spend. The same holds true of investors in other 
stocks. In the steel industry, in addition to the im- 
petus given to it bythe increased manufacture of 
rails, engines and cars for the railroads, building opera- 
tions have become more active and this has called for 
a greater output of structural steel. A feverish activity 
in the ship building line has created a demand for 
steel for this purpose and the steady onward march 
of the automobile business also can be cited as a potent 
factor in causing the vast mills of the country to work 
to their fullest capacity. 

Proof that prosperity, if not already very widespread, 
is in a fair way of rapidly becoming so, is contained 
in figures which show the amazing extent of these 
railroad operations. The returns of 476 railroads for 
December showed an increase of $62,438,000, or 27 per 
cent in gross earnings and a gain of $44,692,000, or 73 
per cent tm net earnings, compared with the corre- 
sponding month of the previous year. In February the 
gross earnings of the principal lines were 19.8 in excess 
of @ year ago, the largest February increase ever 
known. In January, the total gross earnings fn the 
country showed a gain of 21.3 per cent over the year 
before and in net earnings a gain of 52.4 per cent. For 
seven months the gross earnings showed an increase 
of 14.4 per cent and the net earnings of 36 per cent.

Some idea of the situa- 
tion in the field of steel is 
obtained from the state. 
ment that the unfilled 
orders of the United States 
Steel Corporation at the end 
of February amounted to 
8,568,966 tons. This never 
has been equaled in the corporation’s history. And de- 
spite the unprecedented rise in steel—from 40 to 100 
per cent in the last nine months for fabricated—there 
was an increase in orders in February of 646,199 tons. 
Prom Jan. 1 to March 4 the orders received by all the 
steel mills totaled 4,000,000 tons, valued at $240,000,000, 
and the end of the boom is nowhere in sight. One 
million tons a year is being used by the ship-building 
industry, which has reached proportions never before 
witnessed in America. 

In addition to all the steel cars now in process of 
manufacture for the railroads, from 15,000 to 20,000 
more and many locomotives are wanted, but contract 
awards for them have not been made because of the 
searcity and high prices of steel, or inability of makers 
to accept new work. On a large order pending for the 
Russian State Railways, Eastern builders are quoting 
from 100 to 110 per cent higher than the prices of 
whieh they accepted the original orders from that 
Fifty-ton freight cars are 
being quoted at from $1400 to $1500 each, as against 
$1000 and $1100 in recent normal times and $650 in 
times of depression. 


This great demand for steel necessarily requires at 
least a corresponding amount of steel-making pig iron. 
The output of this commodity, based on February’s pro; 
duction, is at the rate of 39,200,000 tons a year, the 
highest ever known in any country in the world. Iron 
and steel exports of 1915 were 3,513,453 tons, against the 
previous high record of 1912 of 2,948,466 tons. The in- 
crease in the value of all exports in 1915 over 1914 
was $1,433,000,000. 

Copper, an important ingredient in the manufacture 
of war munitions, is selling today at around 28.50 cents 
a pound, an increase from 18 cents, which was the price 
a year ago. Before the war this commodity brought 
only 12 cents. So great has been the demand for this 
mineral at prices which are unprecedented that old, 
abandoned copper mines, which were regarded as not 
worth operating, have been reopened and an inferior 
grade of ore obtained from them is being sold at high 
prices.

How the eccentric movie comedian arose to a salary of $670,000 
a year, why his employers think they can afford to pay it and

HEN the announcement was published 

to the world several weeks ago that 

Charlie Chaplin, premier movie 

comedian, had signed a contract call- 

ing for $670,000 for a year’s work 

with the Mutual Film Corporation, 

it was greeted everywhere with in- 

credulity. The knowing ones murmured “press agent!” 

and others got out pencil and paper to figure how many 

times the salary of the President of the United States 
could be divided into Charlie’s reported stipend. 

The conclusion was pretty much the same as that 
of the farmer when he saw his first elephant. People 
said ‘“Shucks! They aint no such salary!” and let it 
go at that. 

Notwithstanding this pretty general view, both Char- 
lie and his new employers stuck to their story. They 
even told how much was to be paid down and how 
much to be paid each week. At last, however, they gave 
an explanation which really appeared to explain. 

There are 20,000 moving picture houses in this coun- 
try, they hasten to point out. If only one-fourth of 
them take Chaplin films at $10 a week, that means $50,- 
000, so that the $10,000 a week salary is not so large 
after all. As a matter of fact, these films sell at a much 
higher figure than that. 

It must be remembered also that the United States is 
not the only market for Chaplin films. The limber 
comedian is as popular in England and Australia as he 
is in this country and that should swell the grand total 
of picture houses which will Suy his films. Moving 
picture dealers who have tried to figure the thing out 
have expressed doubt that he really is getting so much 
money. Some of them are inclined to think that a large 
part of the annual stipend is really in the nature of a 
royalty or commission, depending upon the income from 
the pictures. Even so, it is still possible to see where 
Charlie will get the money and right here another item 
demands consideration. 

The greatest competition in the movie business today 
is between the manu- 
facturers of what are 
known as “feature 
films.” The public 
has been so well edu- 
cated that it demands 
good “features.” In 
an effort to supply 
this demand, the 
manufacturers take 
advantage of every 
possible opportunity. 
They spend large 
sums in preparing 
each one for the mar- 
ket and their return 
on the investment de- 
pends entirely on 
whether the pictures 
please the public. 
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The present employers of Chaplin are in the teature 
film business extensively. Suppose they couple each 
Chaplin film with one feature. The theater man- 
ager has to buy both, doesn’t he? It’s better than fire, 
life, marine and tornado insurance all combined. 

Charlie is enjoying his riches with becoming modesty. 
He spent a month i /New York before he signed his 
contract, and it was-~a dizzy month, up and down and 
across Broadway/ dining, wining, playgoing, dancing and 
having the time of his young life, but—keeping his bank- 
roll exclusively to himself. 

For at the age of 26 and with an annual income of 
$670,000, Charlie Chaplin has the finance idea developed 
to 100 per cent efficiency. The only thing he spent on 
Broadway in a month of gay life was four weeks. Not 
since Harry Lauder astonished and then amused New 
York with his Scotch thrift, to use a pleasant word, has 
Broadway known such a frugal celebrity. 

In justice to Chaplin it must be said that he has had 
comparatively little opportunity to spend money, for 
the reason that during his stay on Broadway he was 
the most sought after man in New York. With a dozen 
moving picture magnates and their hirelings literally 
breaking their necks to place him under contract at an 
almost unbelievable salary, he was feted as no actor 
who ever visited New York was feted before. The most 
elaborate luncheons, dinners and midnight suppers were 
given in his honor. He was presented to all the celebri- 
ties of Lobster Square, his merest whims were instantly 
gratified and when he departed for California he took 
with him a trunkful of costly 
presents from his admiring 
friends. 

Still, the fact remains that 
he did not spend a nickel 
foolishly during his stay in 
New York. And the reason 
for that fact is Chaplin’s nat- 
ural “tightwadedness.” De- 
spite the fact that his income 
last year was in excess of 
$200,000—his former contract 
called for $7800 a week in 
salary and royalties that more 
than doubled that sum—his 
mede of living is practically 
the same as it was five years 
ago when he was earning $50 
a week playing “small time,”

The rest is history. And the best answer to his 
critics is that Chaplin will receive $670,000 for his clown- 
ing during the next 12 months. Already he has $150,000 
of.it, for he demanded that amount in advance, and his 
weekly salary will be $10,000 for exactly 52 weeks. 

How much of chis $670,000 will Charlie Chaplin save 
during the coming year? 

In all probability $665,000. For he confersed to the 
writer that his personal expenditures last year were 
considerably less than $5000 and there are no indica- 
tions that his new contract hgs turned his head. If 
anything, it has caused him to be even more tight fisted. 
Chaplin’s theory of life may not be plain living and 
high thinking—he is more interested in prize fights 
than art or literature—but the fact remains that he 
lives plainly—except when somebody else foots the bill. 

Instead of a secretary he has his brother Sidney—who 
is four years older than himself—to look after his so- 
cial and business engagements. He is without a. valet 
for the reason that he has less than half a dozen suits 
of clothes. Unless he is especially requested to wear 
evening dress he appears at the theater or even a more 
formal function in a tweed suit.

ITTLE MISS LORNA DREW, daughter ef Dr. 
and Mrs. Francis W. Drew of 4960 Fountain 
avenue, St. Louis, was 10 years of age on 
Feb. 2, last; but she has already displayed 
so uncanny an aptitude for mtsic as te set 
connoisseurs in this city to recalling the 
wonder-child, Mozart. 

Like him, she has played the piano stnce infancy, so 
that she now possesses a technique of which many stu- 
dents twice her age might be proud. Like him, she 
composes music instinctively, and notes are to her as 
natural a means of expression as words are to other 
children. 

It is not recorded whether Mozart possessed the sense 
of absolute pitch; Lorna has this unusual gift to a 
degree that is almost eerie. And for sight reading she 
has an extraordinary talent. If her genius is consid- 
erably less mature, in some ways, than that of Mozart 
at her age, it is at least in part because her mother has 
declined to employ the hot-house forcing methods used 
in developing that German prodigy; which were re- 
sponsible, many believe, for his untimely death at the 
age of 35. 

A Post-Dispatch writer who called at the Drew home 
a few afternoons ago met a delicate and slender child, 
of rather small stature for her years. Her brown hair 
was bobbed and she wore a blue dress of French pat- 
tern. Her outstanding feature was her large brown 
eyes, strangely intense in their gaze. Her tiny hand, 
which can barely span an octave, had that firmness in 
the grasp which is peculiar to pianists. She was com- 


pletely at ease, but her manner was modest and at- 


tractive. 

Upon the piano lay a sheet of music paper, scrawled 
over in lead pencil with clefs and notes. It was headed 
“Lullaby, by Lorna Drew.” For several bars the music 
was sketched for both hands; the rest was completed 
with the left hand only. Mrs, Drew explained that at 
10 o'clock that morning Lorna said she “heard some- 
thing in her mind” and had sat down at the table for 
half an hour with pencil and paper. The “Lullaby” was 
the result. It had not yet been played on the piano. 

The child sat down to give her composition its first 
hearing outside her own brain. She was concerned to 
have an ancient piano stool, sloping down on one side 
so that her feet could reach the pedals without too much 
strain. Then she played, the little finger darting nimbly 
about the keys, and adding from memory the parts not 
yet written into the score. 

The piece had a distinct and pleasant melody, with 
something of the clearness of line characteristic of 
Mozart, much of whose music the child-composer has 
played. So far as the visitor could tell, ft was, never- 
theless, completely original. But the accompaniment 
was what struck the attention. It was in broken 
chords, and in the bass was a well-defined organ point. 
Her mother declared that the child had never heard of 
broken chords or organ point and that her use of these 
devices was either intuitive or a reminiscence of some- 
thing similar which had pleased her in the music of 
others. 

Then the writer was asked to supply the child with 
a theme upon which she might improvise. He inquired 
whether anyone in the family was familiar with Schu- 
bert’s Unfinished Symphony, and on receiving a nega- 
tive reply, wrote down the theme of the symphony’s slow 
movement. As this is played by violoncellos, tt was 
written in the bass clef. 

“Oh!” exclaimed Lorna, when it was placed before 
her, ‘a bass theme! But Ill put it in the right hand 
s00n.” : 

She played it first in 
the left hand; then, sure 
enough, it skipped to the 
right, and beneath it ap- 
peared a clever bass with 
correct harmonies. With-

Her imitation of the strokes of the bell was 
clever and showed that at so early an age dissonances 
have lost their terrors for her. 

Another, a dainty bit of tone description, was called 
“Spring Rain,” and imf-

The remarkable thing was that, according to Mrs. 
Drew, Lorna had had no instruction in musical form 
and the development of themes, and she had never heard 
of counterpoint. Neither has she enjoyed a formal train- 
ing in harmony, although her grown half-sister, Miss 
Helen Cross, has given her some desultory instruction in 
the rudiments of the science. 

Next came an arresting exhibition of the child’s sense 
of pitch. Standing ahout 15 feet from the piano, with 
her back to it and her hands over her eyes, she 
ealled out as fast as the visitor could strike 
them the names of keys he sounded. He was 
careful to pick* them helter-skelter, so that no 
relations of tonality could be established be- 
tween the successive tones; and he picked keys 
both high and low on the keyboard. 

From the little averted figure the answers 
eame instantly and accurately: “G, D-flat, A- 
sharp, E, B-flat, F, A-flat, C, F-sharp-—and so on 
for about 30 tests. Each reply’ came the mo 
ment the tone was sounded, and every one 
was correct. 

She was asked how she accomplished this 
feat, and said that she heard the tones in her 
throat. It appeared that some sort of vibration 
is set up there which correqponds to every 
gradation of pitch. “G is situated here,” she 
said, with a quaint precision of words, touching 
a point on her throat. “A-flat is right above it 
and then comes A”—touching spots higher on 
her throat—“and then they go on up and up 
ike this;”’ and she touched her chin, her lips, 
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A friend gave Lorna Drew the subject of “Spring Rain,’’ and she improvised at the piano a com- 


position of which the above are the opening bars. 


have continued at it indefinitely, the fest was halted 
here. Her mother, her sister and the ch:!d herself de- 
clared she had never seen the music before. This trial 
was easy for her, Mrs. Drew said, for she was able to 
read at sight so formidable a thing as the first part of 
Liszt’s “Second Hungarian Rhapsody.” 

Next Lorna played all of Mozart’s Concerto for Piano 
in D minor, with Miss Cross at a second piano. The 
score had no difficulties for the little girl’s fingers, 
whether the things to be plaved were rapid scales. brok- 
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they wish. 

Lorna’s only’ teachers 
have been her mother, 
who was formerly a piano 
teacher, and her half-sister, who is a teacher of piano 
and harmony. She played the piano from the time she 
was 2 years old, sitting cross-legged on the stool like 
a tailor, but had her first lesson when she was 5. She 
teased her mother for a lesson, until finally Mrs. Drew 
took her in her lap—for she was too smal! to reach 
the keys when sitting on the stool—and began teaching 
her the old English dance, “London Bridge Is Falling 
Down.” ° 

She showed her how the C major triad was formed 

and its dominant seventh on G. Then she exe 
plained how the piano’s keys correspond to 
certain lines and spaces on the staff, and how 
the black keys represent sharps and flats. It 
was a iesson of only half an hour, but in that 
space the child learned once and for all the 
secret of reading music. With a kind of 
clairvoyance, it seemed as though she needed 
only to learn the alphabet of music to know 
Its whole speech. It was like opening a 
strange book and finding it was written is 
sne’s native tongue. Lorna has never since 
‘equired instruction in reading music, her rela- 
tives say, for she grasped the science in a 
moment. 

After that Mrs. Drew put the child through 
a series of standard exercises for technique— 
Clement, Czerny and Bach's “Well-tempere® 
Clavicord.” As a result, piano teachers here 


have said that Lorna's fingering is aimost flaw.

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A Survey of the Nation’s Prosperity 
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@sted, is enjoying a boom never before experienced. 
The better grades of zinc ore is bringing from $80 to 
$105 a ton, whereas the average price in normal tims 
is only $50 to $79. Zinc spelter is bringing $16 per 
hundred pounds at present, but after the war started it 
rose to $27.60. Before the war the normal price was 
$5, and it has sold as low as from $3 to $4. 


Lead has reached the high mark of $7.50 per hundred 
pounds. A year ago it was $5 and the average under 
Ordinary conditions is from $4 to $5. 

No figures showing the number of additional men 
employed in these three branches of mining are avaii- 
able, but their ranks have increased enormously. Addi- 
tional employment also has been given to those workers 
in the metal industry who fabricate the raw material 
into finished articles, and the railroads, if the con- 
gestion of other freight were not enough, are called upon 
to move many thousand more tons of ore than they 
carry in normal! times. ; 

It should be understood also that the great demand 
for steel, copper, zinc and other materials has not been 
called forth solély by the needs of the nations at war. 
Large amounts of them are being used in building 
operations and peaceful industry—the electrical, for 
instance, which is enjoying a boom in the United States. 
Many cities in the country are undertaking great pub- 
lic works. In Chicago there are in course of construc- 
tion, among other things, a $65,000,000 railroad ter- 
minal and passenger station and the new building for 
the Field Museum, which will cost $7,500,000. Boston 
is constructing mammoth dry docks and making im- 
provements along its water front which call for a vast 
outlay of building materials and labor. The new sub- 
way in New York is another gigantic enterprise which 
can be cited as an evidence that the era of good times 
is real. In nearly every city of any consequence in 
the country, new office and factory buildings are going 


up regardless of the high cost of structural steel, 
lumber and other materials. 

While prices of wire and wire products are the 
highest in years, the demand is so heavy that domestic 
mills cannot supply the home market and have been 
forced to refuse huge offers from foreign countries, 
including heavy demands for barbed wire for the con- 
struction of trench entanglements from the warring 
nations. 

The famine also has extended to wire nails and the 
shortage in supply is acute. The mills are shipping 
their product as fast as made, but the consumers are 
not getting more than half the wire and wire nails 
called for in their contracts. Demands of Central 
Western and Western consumers have more than ab- 
sorbed the additional tonnage offered for distribution 
in those sections of the country. | 

Dozens of other indexes to prosperity are apparen‘. 
Prices of all commodities reached, on March 1, a point 
2 per cent over Feb. 1, the highest ever recorded. The 
gain since July 1, 1914, a month before the war started, 
has been 31 per cent. Failures in the United States in 
February of this year were far below those in January 
and February, 1915. The bank clearings of the count. 
in February were 53 per cent greater than ir the same 
month of 1915; 41 per cent greater than in 1914 and %4 
per cent greater than in 1913. American industrial cor- 
porations are borrowing more money than at any pre- 
vious time since the outbreak of the war, the appli-a- 
tions made in February totaling $303,554,300, t..e heaviest 
total in years. But there is not the slightest eviden-e 
of currency inflation, the Government’s return of money 
in circulation in the United States in February show- 
ing a decrease of $7,800,000. Loans of New York banks 
are estimated to be $1.000,000,000 larger than a year 
ago. The New York Stock Exchange reports that the 
market has been swept bare of all bonds that are high- 
ly regarded. Textile plants are working feverishly to

supply the demands made upon them. In all lines of 
production, everywhere, the demand cxceeds the supply. 

The unsettled conditions which prevailed shortly after 
the war started were felt most keenly in St. Louis in 
one of its most important lines of manufacturing—the 
shoe making industry. Not one of several thousand 
shoe workers—and this inec'uded not only the shop men 
and women, but bookkeepers, clerks, stenographers and 
other members of the office forces—escaped its effects. 
Those employes who were not discharged outright were 
put on part time and some factories closed down alto- 
gether for a time. Hundreds of these employes ob- 
tained work in other towns and moved away from St. 
Louis. Today every shoe factory in the city, as well as 
their branches in other cities, is working at top speed. 
Everybody who was forced out of a job is back in his 
old place, or if not, his place has been taken by sonieone 
else, and everybody is working on full time. 

And what is the effect upon the great mass of the 
people—the clerks, artisans and laborers? For the first 
time in many years there is no ‘bread line” in New York 
City. There is none in Boston, Philadelphia, Chicago or 
St. Lovis. Frederic C. Howe, United States Commission- 
er of Immigration at Ellis Island, New York, said in a 
recent speech in St. Louis that the demand for labor in 
this country never has been more abundant, in _ rela- 
tion to the suppjy, than now. He reported that indus- 
trial plants in Cleveland and Pittsburg were keeping 
every man they could get and paying unskilled work- 
men $3 and $3.25 a day. The scarcity of domestic iicip 
has created a new servant problem in the East. Oppor- 
tunities for American workmen are all the more bright 
because of the lack of a new supply of labor usually fur- 
nished by immigration from Europe. Whereas the nor- 
mal immigration before the war was 1,200,000 a year, 
there now virtually is none, the number of immigrants, 
about 250,000 a year, being offset by the number who 
leave the country.

of reverses, when he expected to take the town, Villa 
replied: “I don’t know WHEN Toreon will fall. All 
I know is that it is going to fall.” 

The bandit leader’s association with Huerta and his 
knowledge of the methods of the Federal army caused 
him to make several changes in his own tactics which 
resulted to his great advantage. First, he eliminated the 
vast army of women camp followers that always trailed 
in the wake of the Federal army, and this gave his 
organization an added mobility, reduced the amount of 
subsistence necessary and improved the discipline of his 
men. Then he established the custom of making night 
attacks. He held that they had a bad moral effect on 
the enemy and gave better protection to the attacking 
force. Events justified his views. Torreon was taken 
in this way. 

His next innovation was to provide for added rapid- 
ity of movement. He attempted so far as possible to 
mount every man in his army, and each man carried a 
small commissary department behind his saddle. There 
being no women or children to hamper their movements, 
he soon had under his command probably as mobile a 


body of troops as the world has ever seen. He also 
established a hospital service, equipping a small train 
with an operating car, bunk cars, medical supplies and 
a small corps of surgeons and nurses. 

The amazement of military critics was aroused when 
Villa took Torreon, then abandoned the town, returned 
northward and attacked Chihuahua, but failing to take 
it, made another march northward and suprised and 
took Juarez. The question was, why did he abandon 
Torreon after he had taken it? Indeed, why did he 
attack Torreon first, leaving well garrisoned cities like 
Chihuahua and Juarez still in the rear? It looked like 
very bad generalship, but a member of his staff gave 
an illuminating explanation: 

“At that time, Gen. Villa was desperately in need of 
arms and ammunition,” he said. “The border was closed 
to imports and besides he had no money to buy them 
with in the United States. In brief, his only chance was 
to take them away from the Federals. Torreon seemed 
to furnish fair prospects of such supplies and he went 
there to get them., There was no question of strategy 
in the business. Unfortunately, the supplies were not 
what we had expected they would be. However, the 


General exacted a contribution from the town and that 
helped a little. In looking over those earlier movements, 
you must always remember that you are considering an 
army that had to keep itself supplied by defeating the 
enemy. All the articles that Gen. Villa has, for in- 
stance, were taken from the Federal forces.”’ 

In his campaign around Torreon, Villa kept the enemy 
worried all day by artillery fire and then, when he had 
driven them from their advanced positions, or had dis- 
covered their arrangement, would, after dark, order his 
infantry forward in a series of attacks. His soldiers kept 
in touch with one another by turning up their hats on 
the same side, by removing them altogether, by rolling 
up their sleeves or by some other method, varying the 
signal each night. By these tactics Villa simply wore the 
defenders of Torreon out. 

It is on record that after the capture of Juarez, how- 
ever, Villa made no strategic blunders—if blunders they 
were. It all shows that he is pretty well versed in the 
art of war. In addition he has the advantages of a band 
of followers who are almost fanatical in their devotion 
to him, and the security of the mountains of Sonora, 
every rock and canyon of which he is reputed to know.
